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MlRACIvE IS BROUGHT l O PASS

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T he big: news in America today is the 
vast fcood will of the dtizenst their 
single-hearted loyalty and their will 
to cooperate in stopping totalitarian 
countries. 

On the obverse side there is the ques- 
tion as to whether this good will has been 
or is being properly capitalized by the 
gcpvernment* A trip away fj*om Washing- 
ton or New York ilmls the common citi- 
zen vaguely aware that a colossal effort, 
of some kind is being prepared by the 
IJ, S. Government of which he knows 
liLUe and of which he is no integral part. 
The next task of the government in its 
drive ft>r total defense is to tap these 
grass-root reservoirs of public sentiment, 
and this probably means building organi- 
sation from Washington down into the 
com mtmi ties and farms of this great 
rmtiorn 

Morale is the primary requisite to win- 
ning wars* Just now the gtjvern merit is 
concerned with ]>roduction arul with li- 
mmeing pnHlucUoin Proiluction, of course, 
is important but it is secondary to 
morale. Financing is important but it is 
secondai’y to production, 1’hose leaders 
who believe that wars are won by the 
neglect of morale are walking in a fooPs 
paradise. 

WHAT MAKES MOKALK? 

Morale is an intangilde quality. The 
cfiitor who put above the article the 
whimsical caption that ^‘morale is like 
'ilk you have it or you doiTt have it”, 
was reaching for important truth. Fin- 
land had morale; (jivece has morale; 
Jugoslavia has morale; England has 
morale. Prance certainly did not have 
morale, Italy does not have morale. The 
all-important contributory factor, there- 
fore, to the upbuilding of morale appears 
to be H kind of irrational conviction on the 
part of great masses of citizens that 
their countries are worth fighting f<ir, 
.As it has been repeatedly pointed out, 
nobociy in France appeared to care very 
much about France, The feudal families, 
w'ho control the Bank tif France and made 
and unmade cabinets, certainly had 
un<lerg round channels to Hitler and the 
Hitler crowd in Germany, ami were quite 


Perhaps it 

depends on what a nation has 
done oO years, or a century, 
prior to the great test. Our 
chance 

willing to see France sacrificed if labor 
and the common people could be defeatedf 
and themselves be pul in power with the 
sLrength of German anus. On the other 
hand, even these would not have been 
strong enough to destroy Fnuice if the 
common people had been imbued with 
that passion for coimti'y which in the 
past has been Fratice^s glorious 
possession, 

.Sl HRENDEIt TO MOSCOW 

The rise of the communist movement 
in France did not result in a split in the 
labor movement, but resulted in the ca- 
pitulation of the older trade unions and 
their absoiption into the communist group 
with its strong leanings toward Russia. 
.Iu,st as the feudal families had their 
undergriiuml channels to Berlin, so the 
French communisU? had their grapevine 
working constantly betwa^en Paris and 
Moscow. Often eommunisl ^leputies left 
the door of the chamber in the midst of 
debate to call Moscow to get instructions 
us to their vote. Hitler did not win by 
force of alias. He iuov(‘d through the 
bveacii created by Uie split l)e tween the 
Huidal families and I he communists in 
Fiance. 

Examine Finland and you will find a 
tight, compact nation which, during the 
Russian revolution following the first 
(JreaL War, fought a civil war to drive 
the communists out of Finland and pre- 
serve the mtegrity of their counti'y- Fin- 
bind was truly a democratic nation and 
it still is. It was foundeil on the principle 
of economic cooperation am! the common 
man had a great stake in the production 
; nd the political life of the little nation. 
The Finns certainly had a great deal to 
dght for — not only the abstract idea of 
freedom hut actually a g<Hid life in the 
I conomic sense. 

In comparison^ the Greeks, another 


magnificent small country, appear la he 
animated by an ancient desire to preserve 
the integrity of their country ami to 
prove they are descendents of a great 
civilization with great heroes and artists 
as their heritage. Greece certainly did 
not have the same standard of living a.s 
the Finns but they have proved beyond 
the pe rad veil lure of a doubt that they 
have this Irrational love of country \vhich 
is so essential to winning battles. The 
person who said that the Greek army is 
composed of a man, a gun and a mule 
flashed a great truth. 

The Serb,s, \vho are the strong animat- 
ing force in Yugoslavia, are also tra- 
ditionally great lovers of liberty and ui’v 
great fighters. The first breach in the 
German lines made in the first Great 
War of in 18 was made by the Serbs. The 
Serb army which had retreated out of 
Yugoslavia had been re -arming in Greeer 
nml fought with the Allied army up from 
Salonika back into their own country. 

n aly^natton nivniKD 

Italy presents the same contrast to 
Greece that France does to England, 
Italy is a badly divided country. That 
division first appeared three or femr 
years ago as a result of Mussolini flirting 
with Hitler, The Germans have always 
been considered tratlitional enemies of 
the Italian people and temperamentally 
the people are antagonistic. Moreover. 
Mussolini reduced the standard of living 
and wage rates of the llnlian workers ami 
fed them propagamla instead of food, 
and it has been repeatedly pointed out 
that 70 per cent of the Italian people have 
been strongly in favor of the Allies. 
Notwithstanding this faot Mussolini has 
driven them into war and has now turneil 
over the Italian nation to Germany, the 
traditional eneniy. 

The point is that Hitlei* ha,s moved al- 
ways through the breucti ereate<l by an- 
tagonistic groups w'ithin a nation om] 
this has been Hitler^s secret weapon ami 
has been more powerful than his tanks, 
his dive bombers and hts cannon. 

It IS profitable, therefore, for Ameri- 
cans to sit down a little while and to take 
inventory as to the all-important quali- 
fication of morale in the pi'osent setup. 
This must be done frankly and objectively 
if it becomes of any value. What are the 
adverse factors against attaining morale 
in the rnited Sbites to<lay?

6* The loyalty of the great number 
uf adopted citizens w'ho left Europe 
and other lands because they believe 
in liberty, tolerance and freedom, 

7* The initiative of the common 
citizen in building organization and 
in defending himself. 

B. The rejection already of the 
appeaser philosophy promulgated by 
Senator Wheeler and others and by 
sc If -elected groups who, whether or 
not they are dnaiicially ami other* 
wise connected with Nazis, are still 
abetting them, 

P, The ability of Americans to fight 
when they are provoked. The pioneer 
virtues of hardness are still present 
in our society. 

Svircly the balance is favorable to a 
strong, concerted effort for total defense 
in this summing up of unfavorable and 
favorable factors. In attempting, there- 
fore, to measure an Imponderable, such 
as morale, we are up against that im- 
measureable quality in human nature on 
a vast scale which makes men fight hero- 
ically for the homeland. A nation wdth 
morale might be described as follow's: 

A nation which is composed of citizens 
imbued with an irraticimil love of their 
cijunlry, who are willing io fight for it 
and to die for it, and have a conviction 
Ihal it is worth defending; who have a 
well-trained citizens^ army eqitijpied w ith 
modern instruments of warfare*

There is a close relationship between 
the attainment of morale ami the widen- 
inje of scwrial security benefits in any 
given country* We spoke about the good

life that was prepared in Finland* Eng- 
land is anathcr exampk; of a nation where 
the common man has had a chance to 
better his lot. In England during the 
present year of war great gains have 
been made in social security* One whole 
department of the government devotes 
its services to taking care of a population 
which has sufFered under bombing. Homes 
have been paid for when blasted. Certain 
labor groups have received larger social 
security benefits under the insurance sys- 
tem provided by the government. 

Here in the United States there is the 
same trend in view. Paul V. McNutt, 
administrator of the Federal Security 
Agency, is miw coordinator of all func- 
tions looking toward defense lying im- 
mediately tiuisitle (if army and navy 
operations, Mr. McNutt has said publicly 
that he regards his function as important 
that of any other in the government* 

HEALTHY, STRONG DEMOCRACY 

Because there may be a temptation in 
this period of passing from a complacent 
peacetime regime to one of active defense, 
to curtail social security benefits, it is 
well to notice what some of the leaders 
are mm saying about these benefits and 
their contriliutioii to mm'ale. 

President Franklin D, Roosevelt: 

“The social gains of recent years, in- 
cluding insurance and other benefit rights, 
must be preserved unimpaired* * + * 
“There is nothing mysterious about 
the foundations of a healthy and strong 
democracy. The basic things expected by 
our people of their political and eco- 
nomic system.s arc simple. They are — 
“Equality of o|>portunity for youth and 
for others. 

“Jobs for those who can work* 
“Security for those who need it* 


“The ending of special p^’ivilegt* fur 
the j'cw* 

“'ilie preservation of civil liberties for 
all 

“'Pbe enjoyment of the fruits uf sciiii- 
tific progress in a widej- and constantly 
rising standard of living, 

“These are the simple and basic things 
that must uever be lost sight of h\ the 
turmoil and unbelievable c<jmplexity of 
our modern world. The inner and abiding 
strength of our economic aud ptditical 
systems is dependent upon the degree 
to W'hich they fulfill these expectalioiis.“ 
Senator Robert Wagner: 

“To those who say that the first tusk 
of the Congress ■will be to retreat from 
the liberal and humanitarian reforms of 
the past seven years, the answer must be: 
Democracy does not retreat; it marches 
forward! This is not an answer of senti- 
ment; it is an answer dicta ted by (he 
cold, hard facts of the lU'cscmt di.d'etise 
siumtiom 

SO< lAL BENEFITS IN ACTION 

“Until a year or two ago, the Roose- 
velt administration, without rieglecting 
the prudent expansion of our armaments, 
devoted itself chiefly to creating the In- 
struments of economic and social im- 
provement* No satisfaction that I re- 
ceived w^hen these instruments were in 
the making exceeded that of today, when 
1 see them playing their central part in 
making America strong — when 1 see a 
housing jirogrum planned in 10B7 now 
sheltering defense workers and thus 
speeding up defense industries; collec- 
tive bargaining machinery established in 
19)15 mnv functioning to prevent the 
causes of strikes in vital industries; the 
employment service attached to the So- 
cial Security Board no\v guiding millions 
of unemployed workers to jobs in defense 
industries; public works projects now^ 
entering the belt-line of defense construe- 
tion; and a revived industry, a lehabili- 
tated labor, and a restored agriculture 
now rising to their respective tasks in 
molding the security of the whole nation*” 
Paul V. McNutt, administrator of Lim 
Federal Security Agency: 

"No nation is safe which doe*s not have 
a *sound, prosperous people, well housed, 
well clothed, and well nourished. Poverty 
and disease, economic hardship and want, 
can sap the life of a people ami make 
them easy prey to a foreign foe, unable 
to stand the stress and strain of the cru- 
cial test of war* 

“A part of our preparedno*ss, therefore, 
must, be the extension of the Hheral, 
humanitarian program with which w^e 
have been slowly but steadily building up 
this country in these past seven years*”

SET CP BY CONGRESS 

The National Joint Committee on Ap- 
prenticeship Standards has been set up in 
conjunction wdth the Federal Appren- 
ticeship ('omniittee created by an Act of 
Congress. In addition, other important 
members of the industry and of the union 
were present, including Jjaurence W. 
Davis, secretary of the National Elec- 
trical Contractors Association, A. H. Wil- 
son, Washington, D. C., and John Mur- 
phy, Chicago, 111, 

The aim of the National Joint Com- 
mittee is to set up proper standards gov- 
erning appienticeship training for the 
imlustry. These stantlards when worked 
out anti promulgatetl hy the committee 
will in turn he publishctl by the Federal 
A p p ren t icesh i p C o m m i t tee . 

NEED NATIONAL STANDARDS 

In the addresses by Mr. Patterson, Mr. 
Brown and Mr. Herzberg it was pointed 
out that a great deal of impetus had been 
given to aijprentice training by the re- 
vival of business under the defense prt»- 


gram. Though local joint committees of 
con tractors and union had set up stan- 
dards governing local activities for ap- 
prentices no national standards have been 
promulgated. It was believed that the 
time is ripe for such extension of ap- 
prenticeship standards on a national 
basis. The meeting was an enthusiastic 
one. Many persons, all identified with ap- 
Ijrenticeship training in the United 
States, were present, took pai t in the dis- 
cussion and helped lay out the jirogram. 

It was also pointed out that for the 
great electrical industry ramifying into 
many branches such as telephone and 
teiegraph, public utility, railroad, marine 
electricians, radio broadcasting, elec- 
trical maintenance, the electrical con- 
struction industry olferetl a large re- 
cruiting station for apprenticeship. The 
control of apprenticeship activities has 
been in the hands of the union tradi- 
tionally but local joint committees have 
been set up especially in the large cities 
such as New York, Philadelphia, Cleve- 
land, Detroit and Chicago. 

The electrical trade is a trade close to 
professional standing. It numbers in its 
ranks thousands of highly skilled men, 
many of them of engineering rank. Many 
local unions operate their own schools. 
Equipment is expensive and since equip- 
ment is so costly, many local unions go 
through the <ioor of cooperation with 
school boards and contractors under the 
Smith-Hughes Act. 

SKILL IS AN ASSET 

President Brown said: give the com- 

mittee my blessing. I believe it is a move- 
ment in the right direction. Uiir trade is 
a great trade and I do not believe that 
electrical W'orkers appreciate the great 
vested interest they have in their skill J* 

The committee from the electrical work- 
ers is a well-balanced committee. It has 
in its ranks the top ranking executives of

As it 
turned out, only two were needed, but the 
local had six competent leati-burners 
ready when the time came to assemble the 
anode plates for the precipitating cells. 

(Though this incident happened some 
years ago, it points to enterprise.)

zinc plant — the first of its kind in the 
country. The lloors, for instance, W'ell 
there is entaigh two- inch planking of 
South Sea Island mahogany floors in the 
huge stripping room to create a iicav 
vogue in finniture, tf it were made into 
tables and beds and dressers. And Icail! 
I^ead shades for the lights in the cata- 
combs under the cell group, lead sheath 
for the tittings, lead linings, lead troughs, 
lead pipe — enough lead to have made a 
pewter dinner service for each family in 
the original LI colonies. 

But it’s the copper that gets you. Some- 
hoAV, a little device that enables an avia- 
tor to drop a bomb into a pickle barrel 
from 16,000 feet isn’t so impressive to tlie 
lay onlooker as a massive array of one of 
the rarer metals. Even the electrician, 
Avhn is accustonuai to working with cop- 
per conductors from the size of horse- 
hairs on up, rubs his eyes when he sees 
192 tons of the gleaming, golden-reel ele- 
ment in a single installation. And that’s 
the tonnage it takes to carry a curi'ent of 
10,000 amperes at 0(H) volts fj'om the 


twin generators to the 180 cells where it 
does its stuff. While we are at it, the 
motor that turns the generators is no toy, 
as motors go: :J00 ipm, 13,200 volts, 286 
amps, 8,400 hp. 

The ju'obleni of ( xpansion and contme- 
liuti of the positive and negative genera- 
tor leads was solved by using 21 two- 
million centimeter cables in each one. The 
ends were silver-fos-ed into terminals — 
or lugs, if you pleasi^ — each one being two 
inches by lb inches by 48 inches. Two 
groups of eight rnic-half-inch by eight 
and one-fourth inch bus-bars join the 
overhead leads to the distributing bus- 
bars on the sides of the cells. And those 
distributing bus-bars are something to 
talk about 1 They are two inches by 
inches by eight feet and weigh GIO to 800 
pounds each — 160 tons of them, all told. 
On account of their great weight, these 
bars had acquiiX'd various unwelcojne 
kinks and curves during shipment; so the 
first step was to straighten them which 
was done by means of hydraulic jacks 
operating on a siiecially constructed table. 
Then came the drilling. It took two drill 
presses nine weeks, going seven days a 
week, to drill the eight thousand 13/ 1C 
holes required. 

C014*ER ANB ALUMINUM 

Then there was the small eliore of bend- 
ing, fitting ami drilling 16 tons of miscel- 
laneous copper for the ties between the 
“cascades” of cells. Bending one-half 
inch by eight and one-fourth inch flat 
copper bar involves a fancy bit of pre- 
cision w'ork, because you don’t shift the 
bend very fur after it is once made. The 
modern methml of silvering connections 
to reduce joint losses was used through- 
out, GO pounds of silver compound being 
required for the job. 

Aluminum, too, plays an important role 
in an electrolytic zinc plant. Contrary t<A 
the general belief, aluminum is the most 
common metal ingredient of the earth's 
surface. The difficulty of its segregation, 
however, is making the scarcity of fin- 
ished aluminum a headache to Mr. Kmid- 
sen and the rest of the boys in the front 
row. Although it is the lightest of all the 
metals, the 5,300 plates used to La led 70 
tons in weight. This would have meant 
little to the electrician in the way of work, 
had it not been necessary to weld each 
plate to an aluminum supporting bar. 
Usually, such jobs are done in the fac- 
tory, but in this instance, the engineer 
felt that time could be saved by welding 
them on the job. Preheating tables were 
set up and thj'ee crews of six men each, 
working night and day, completed the 
task in four weidts. It is the first time 
such a job has ever been attempted in the 
field, and the results were so satisfactory 
to the company that the same methofl will 
be followed in future plants.

E stablished procedures for training 
apprentices are fully protected in a 
report made by workers, employers 
and governments meeting under the aegis 
of the Intermitional Labor Office, and 
sponsored by the Labor Offictv Carter 
Goodrich, chairman of the governing body 
of the International I^ibor Organization, 
presided at a series of meetings htdd in 
MontreaL They were attended liy repre- 
sentatives of the governments of Canada 
and the United States and of employers 
and workers of both countries. 

Among those present were Dr. Bryce 
Stew^art, Deputy Minister of Labor, Can- 
ada; Dr. Isador Lubin, U, S. Commis- 
sioner of Liibor Statistics ami executive 
assistant to the associate director of the 
Ofhee of Production .Management, United 
States; Robert J, Watt, American Fed- 
eration of Liibor; Tom Moore, president 
of Trades and Labtir Congress of Canada ; 
Henry J, Harriman and Clarence G, Me- 
Davitt, representing United States em- 
idoyers; and Messrs. Goldie, Macdonnel, 
and G, V, V. Nichols representing Can* 
adian employer, s. Present also were Al- 
fred Rive, of the Department of External 
Affairs of Canada, and two olficials of 
the Canadian Department of Munitions 
and Supply, 11. C. Goldenberg and F. St. 
L. Daly. Edward J. Phelan, acting direc- 
tor of the International Uibor Otllce, and 
the technical experts of the L L. Q. also 
attended the meeting. 

TO MAN GUNS AND MILLS 

The group exchanged views on the 
basis of a draft report which has been 
prepared by the International Labor 
Office and which will shortly be published 
by the I, L. O, under the title 
Bxivp^u National Defense. This report 
deals with the allocation of man power 
between the armed forces and industry^ 
control of employment* vocational ad- 
justment of the labor supply, mobiliza- 
ti<m and distribution of labor reserves, 
and problems of information and organi- 
zation. It gives H descriptive account of 
the experiences of various countries and 
especially of Groat Britain in dealing 
with these problems* 

The conclusions embodied in the report 
which have been framed in the light of 
the discu5.sions at this meeting are sum- 
marized below j 

Summary of Conclusions in forth- 
coming L L, O. report on Labor 
Supply and National Defense* 

L it is advisable that measures for 
utilizing the services of the available 
unemployed, including men discharged 
from the armed forces, should, wherever 
possible, be given priority over other 
measures to meet increased labor 
requirements, 

2. It b advisable that the expansion of 
defense production should be so planned 
that the curtailment of non-essential pro- 
duction or the conversion of the plant 
capacity and labor force of non-essential 
industry to war needs is effected in such 
a manner that unemployment is avoided 
or reduced to a minimum.

3* It is advisabic that defense orders 
should be ilistribuled, directly or through 
subcon tme ting* among all undertakings 
capable of taking an elfective part in the 
national defense program, in order that 
transfers of workers from one employ- 
ment, area or occupation to another may 
be limited as much as possible and that 
factory units may be kept intact wherever 
possible. 

4* In order to facilitate the transfer of

NEVER GIVE UP SOCIAL GAINS 

It would, I should think, ho illogical 
and in bad taste for us to strive so hard 
to save democracy abroad while letting 
it slip at home* 

On the other hand, we mu-st liberate 
the full spiritual and physical forces of 
democracy. 

We have made a mighty effort to 
achieve a society based on the principles 
of equality and justice. In a death strug- 
gle with the forces of evil, we are un- 
likely to advance our cause by compro 
mi sing with inequality and injustice. 

Therefore, we must never agree to give 
up any of our hard-earned social gains, 
as we are sometimes asked to do, on the 
theory that it is necessary to defense* 

Dictators will not feel bad if we cut 
the budget of the Social Security Board* 
And the Nazis would certainly not be 
frightened if we were to reduce the 
monthly payments to old men and women 
and to dependent children* 

It is just the reverse. 

By extending social security and in- 
creasing our relief of humanity, we put 
iron into our democracy and prove all 
over again to both democrats and totali- 
tarians w’hat wo stand for. We show' we 
mean it. 

And the same thing goes for what is 
sometimes referred to as our labor 
problem. 

Astounding suggestions are being made 
in Congress and elsewhere. Strikes must 
be outlawed. Strikers punished* It is a 
choice, we are told, between defense and 
the closed shop. 

After 150 years of effort to insure labor 
against the worst abuse of the capitalis- 
tic system, we are now told we must give 
those off oils up because we can’t have 
them and defense too* 

1 don’t believe it* The argument starts 
from the wrong assumption,

Our 
relations with the wcjrbi market and the 
countries over-sea on which our indus- 
tries and our convmcrce are depending 
are hampered and partly iiiterruptefL

ALSO KACIAL TOLFKANCE 

“With regard to the case of Professor 
I fain burger, one cannot say, that he had 
to leave the University of Geneva due 
to Gorman influence and German pres- 
sure, The facts are the following: Pro- 
fessor Hamburger’s lectures did not con- 
cern Swiss lawL He had a s])ecial ol der 
to hold lectures on German la\v for Ger- 
man students, who userl to come in quite 
a big number in earlier times to Geneva 
for one or two semestry, in order to 
learn the French language.

T oday the commonly iicecptcd hi^h 
standards of AnioHcan life are pri- 
tnarUy dependent for their con- 
tinuance upon the individual skill and 
attainment of each of the persons who 
make up our vast body of skilled me- 
ehanieul workers. 

In these days of the naticmal defense 
emergency,, we have heard much about 
the training of young persons to become 
hifjhly skilled craftsmen. The speeding 
up of industrial production has brought 
about jncrease<l public interest in the 
whole process of acquiring mechanical 
technique. 

In the midst of the growing national 
interest in the subject, it is well to re- 
member that for centuries trade union 
organizations have played a leading role 
in the selection and training of young 
men to replace older skille<t workers who 
gradually drop from the active labor 
force. 

The very terminology of ^‘joumeyman*^ 
and ^*appr entice*^ commonly used in trade 
unions today, derives from early craft 
guilds. These associations of persons of 
the same trade for the purpose of pro- 
moting and protecting their mutual in- 
terests, were known in England as long 
ago as the twelfth century, though it was 
not until the seventeenth to nineteenth 
centurica that they saw" the peak of their 

POWXT. 

STUDY PLUS PRACTICE 

In those early days apprenticeship 
W"as a matter of many years training. 


Apprenticeship system 
materializes for linemen in 
utility field. Skill basis of in- 
dustrial advancement 

Youths w^ere indentured to study and live 
under the close supervision of highly 
skilled craftsmen, usually for a mini- 
mum period of seven years. Today the 
development of a well-rounded, highly- 
skiiied mechanic is still a matter of years 
of actual on-the-job study and experience. 
The acquisition of skill cannot be an 
ovei'iiight affair. No one is more aw'are 
of this than those who are engaged in 
the work from day to day. 

Recognizing the great importance of 
the electric power industry for the suc- 
cess of our defense efforts, ive turn our 
attention today to the problem of train- 
ing new ’workers in the field of the pro- 
ducLiun of electHcily. 

To meet the new demands for power 
for defense production the public utility 
industry has announced an all-time record 
expansion program for years 1941 and 
1942. In the next tw'o years (i, 700,000 
new kilowatt-hours of generating capac- 
ity will be instaneiL Power lines will be 
humming across the country with in- 
creased loads, turning the w'heels of in^ 
d us try in quickened tempo. 

As with the “masters” in the old craft 
guilds even now the employer in the 
electric utility industry occasionally 
iduys a significant role, through coopera- 


tion with the organized “journeymen” 
among his employees, in teaching the 
novice the tricks of his trade. 

UNION AI'PRENTICESII I PS 

In view of the combined importance 
of this industry and of apprentice train- 
ing |>rograms at the present time, the 
Research Department of the 1. B. E. W, 
has undertaken a study of union ap- 
prenticeship programs, as indicated in 
the agreements of our local unions with 
their public utility employers. 

In our survey of L B. E. W. electric 
utility agreements w"e found that there 
is a great deal of variation among the 
numerous ti-aining plans now' in effect 
in this field. As to the extent of coverage 
at any given company, many of the sys- 
tems apply only to transmitting and dis- 
tributing departments. Others, less ele- 
mentary, include linemen, cable splicers, 
wi remen and nviantenance electricians, 

Th extensive apprenticeship system of 
the Northern States Power Company, as 
,shown by its agreement with L. U. No. 
B-23 of St> Paul, Minn., covers the above 
classes of wwk and in addition includes 
service men, firemen, turbine operators, 
load dispatchers, machinists, meter read- 
ers, gas makers and gas meter repairmen. 

LENUTH OF TUAlNlNtS PERIOD 

The length of the period required for 
formal appi^entice training for public 
utility employees before they are eligible 
to become joumeymen mechanics, varies 
all the w^ay up to five years. Usually the 
time is specified at either three or four 
year periods. About an equal number of 
the plans appear to have three and four 
year durations. 

Our apprenticeship system on the 
properties of the Northern States Power 
Company requires a five-year training 
period for maintenance electricians and 
four years for other skilled electrical 
workers. 

L, U, No, B-1109 of East St. Louis and 
L. U. No. B-702 of West Frankfort, II L, 
w'hose members have a joint agreement 
with the lllinois-Iowa Power Company, 
require a four-year training period for 
linemen and substation electricians and a 
two-year period for metermen. 

The lengths of apprenticeship specified 
in agreements are frequently only mini- 
mum periods of training before attain- 
ment of the jouimeyman rank. Since the 
number of apprentices at any one time 
is usually limited by provi.sions governing 
the ratio of apprentices to journeymen, 
promotions to the grade of journeyman 
may be made only as fast, usually, u.s 
vacancies occur in journeymen's work. 
Ability being sufficient, seniority prevails. 

Frequently it is necessary for a boy to 
serve for six months or a year as a 
ground man or a helper before he is 
eligible to become even an apprentice. 
In L. U. No, 398 of Charleston, S. C„ 
for example, the apprenticeship itself 
lasts only three years but must be pre- 
ceded by at least one year of ground- 
man's service. L, U, No. 846 of Chat- 
tanooga, Tenn., requires a man to serve 
for one year as groundman and then four 
years as an apprentice before he may 
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bL'Come a jounieytimn* Occasionally the 
groundman is also required to serve a 
ju'eliminary three to six nionlhs as a 
laborer with the company. 

Utah Po%ver Company {L. U. No. IN3i>7 
of Salt Lake City) has one of our best 
upiirenticesh ip sy.stems. There a man 
sei'ves a six months^ trial peritKl as 
laboi'er after which he must be tulvanced 
to the rank of i^u'ouiKlman^ transferred 
to other %vork or dismissed. To be eli* 
^^ible to become an appieivtice, he must 
also seiwe at least six month.s as helper, 
vehicle operator, or tree 

trimmer. His formal apprenticeship term 
is then three yeais, 

SELECTION OF Al^lMtENTICKS 

When apprenticeship vacancies occur 
at the Utah Power Company the appren- 
tice committee of the local union recom- 
mends to the company men whom it con- 
siders qualifieti to become apprcnUcDs. 
Those accepted for training: must possess 
^^certain qiialifioations that in the judg- 
ment of the company will result in a 
good journeymam” A similar phrase ap- 
pears in the agreement of L. U, No. 
H-4(i5 with the Sail Diego Con.solidated 
Gas & Electric Company^ 

Some agreements, for example those of 
the South Carol imi Powder Company and 
the Georgia Powxu' Company, specify that 
newly hired helpers '^should be qualified 
and have a desire for advancement to 
higher classifications/' and wdien pro- 
moted they “should be qualified to do 
the work of a journeyman.'' 

API*RENTK E EATIO 

There appears to be little stanflardiza- 
tion as to the permitted ratio of ap- 
prentices to Journeymen electrical work- 
ers in our utility agreements. Contiiicts 
wdth major utility companies on the 
Pacific Coast allow one aiiprentice to 
every gang of from three to six journey- 
men. Many of tmr locals restrict the 
number of aiiprentices in the ratio of 
one to three. The Utah Power & Ijight 
agreement provides the ratio of one ap- 
prentice for crew's having up to six 
journeymen, and beyond six, a ratio of 
one to three. The program at the Tjaclede 
Powder Company of St. Louis ]jermits one 
apprentice for each five journeymen for 
linemen, substation wiremen and meter- 
men. But for cable splicing it grants 
cme appx'cntice and one helper for the 
first journeyman splicer, and thereafter 
one helper for each additional journey- 
man and one apprentice for each five 
m i 1 1 i t ion al J o u n i e y m en . 

L. U. No, BdM of Duluth, Minnesota, 
in its contract with the Minnescitn Pow-er 
and Light Company, permits only one 
apprentice foi' each four journeymen in 
any department (based on the number of 
journeymen in the eompany's employ) 
but allows one iippr entice for each jour- 
neyman when out on a job. The agree- 
merit of the lllinois-Iow'a Pow'cr Com- 
fainy establishes a ratio of one io five 
for linemen, and of one to three for 
meter men and .substation electricians. 

In no case, as far as we know', do our 
union agreements allow a ratio of more 
than one appr'entlce per journeyman at 


any time. Practically all agreements pro- 
vide exceptions to the established ap- 
prentice ratios to permit the training of 
at least one apprentice in each district. 
Further exceptions are frequently added 
to apidy to cases of emergency trouble 
work. 

WOHlv DONE in APPREN J ICES 

The best training programs provide 
that, exctqit in cases of extreme emer- 
gency, an apprentice shall always wank 
under the direct supeiwision of a journey- 
man. AL least one journeyman must ac- 
company every crew on the job. The 
work which may be performed by ap- 
prentices is usually not directly defined, 
instead definite rules are established as 
to work wdiich must be done only by 
journeymen. 

In the case of the lllinois-Iowa Pow'cr 
Company, which operates throughout 
southern Illinois, specific rules are set 
forth governing the work of apprentices 
as fol low's: 

**FirHf Si^o Months — Apprentices with 
no previous experience shall perform 
ground man'.s work and may use tools on 
the ground under supervision of journey- 
man and/or foreman. 

*'Next Srx Apprentices may 

work on lines that are not energized. 

“.Vc.i7 Nfr Apprentices may 

lierform w'ork in eompany with a journey- 
man on energized secondary circuits of 
not more than 400 volts. 

“iVe.r/ Tivenly-Foar M tmths — Appicn- 
tices may perform work assisting a jour- 
neyman on ail classes of w'ork." 


The agreement of L, U. No. 89S of 
Charleston, S. C,, wdth the South Carolina 
Power Company ilefines apprentice quali- 
fications for a three*year period in the 
following terms: 

**Third Apprentice — Man having 

at lea.st three years' experience, capable 
of handling wires of any voltage in con- 
junction with journeyman, lineman, ex- 
cept such work as can be safely handled 
by one third year apprentice. (Refusing 
trails., etc,, as apecihed by general line 
foreman.) 

‘ ' S e CO n d \ kxf r A p p ren t ice— M a n h a v i n g 
ing at least two years' experience capable 
of handling w'ires up to 600 volts or 
higher voltage in conjunction with jour- 
ney man ill the discretion of the foreman. 

** First Year Apprentice — Man having 
at least one year experience as a helper, 
capable of climbing poles and handling 
wires up to 500 volts.” 

Under many of onr training plans ap- 
prentices may work only on dead Hues 
during the first year. Most agreements 
provide that apprentices may not work on 
live wires above a minimum voltage, such 
as GOO volts, until at least the third year 
of their training, at which time they may 
begin to assist j<>urneymen on energized 
lines of higher voltage. 

At the Laclede Power Company appren- 
tices may do only secondary work for 
their first two years, thereafter they may 
assist journeymen on primary work.

VETKnAN REDS SHAPE POLICY 

John Pond goes on to relate that the 
heads of various revolutionary organiza- 
tions included men “long associated with 
both the Communist Party and the Trot- 
sky] tesJ* At this meeting it was decided to 
issue a paper called “The Rebel" (not real 
name). The Rebel was to be issued from 
the offices of one of the communist or- 
ganizations. John Pond acted as editor of 
the first number of The RebeL It was got- 
ten out in the office of one of the com- 
munist organizations. Among the men as- 
sociated with him, according to his state- 
ment, was a member of the United 


Automobile Workers, CIO. All this hap- 
pened in 103, John Pond goes on to say: 

*'f was out of activity ujiLil early in 
1940, when I and several other union- 
ists in conjunction wdth the Socialist 
Union Party decided to form an or- 
ganization to bore from within the 
trade unions* The ultimate aim was 
to so undermine the confidence in the 
existing unions that they could be re- 
placed by revolutionary industrial 
unions which would serve as a revo- 
lutionary instrument for the over- 
throw of the present social order." 

Surely this is a clear statement in re- 
gard to the relationship of communist 
activity with a political objective in the 
industrial union so loudly touted by the 
CIO* These conspirators, according to 
John Pond's statement, worked with a 
definite plan. They intended, fii’st, to start 
small attacks on the Communist Party 
in order, ho said, “to screen the fact that 
we were radicals*" 

EN CO I It A G E M A LCONTENTS 

John Pond goes on to say: 

“This was to be followed up by at- 
tacks on the leadership on any pre- 
text and attacks on government 
bodies such as Wages and Hours Ad- 
ministration, N.L.E.B, and Railway 
Labor Board 

“Control of this group, the Confer- 
ence for Progressive Labor Action, 
was to be vested in an executive board 
made up of members of as many 
unions as possible. This board was 
to advise disgruntled members of the 
unions how to fight the leadership, to 
issue so-called 'rank and file* papers, 
etc. We had the full cooperation of 
the Socialist Union Party in this, 
used their printing press, etc. 

“Brow^n and his brother came into this 
group and agreed to let the executive 
board .supervise and publish The Rebel. 
I w'ish to stress that at all times Brown 
allowed The Rebel to be edited by radical 
groups, the Socialist Workers Party, the 
Independent Labor League and then the 
Conference for Progressive Labor Action, 
The March, 1940, issue was gotten out by 
the Confcrcnec for Progressive Labor 
Action." 

It is significant that as soon as these 
subversive men were rounded up and 
questioned by detectives acting to protect 
railroad property, the publication of The 
Rebel cea.sed* Brown then, accoi'ding to 
John Pond*s statement, went over to the 
1. W. W. 

The.se facts are significant because they 
support the general opinion of bona fide 
labor leaders that there is a strongly or- 
ganized subversive group on the fringe 
of all unions trying to undermine the 
leadership, disrupt the union and to take 
it over. 

To the genera! public communism is a 
vague concept. John Citizen views his

W HAT thought the communists: cher- 
ish in their bosoms as they sabotage 
democracy is pretty accurately re- 
ported by Julius Braunthal, writing in 
the British publication, The Fleh^. At the 
time of France’s capitulation Braunthal^ 
desperately depressed j met a communist 
^'intellectua].” This man was very cheer- 
ful. II is attitude was to welcome the %dc- 
tory of fascism, because — ■ 

*T tell you quite definitely that fascism 
will not, because it cannot^ last even for 
years, far less generations. Its .social, 
national and economic antagonisms will 
blow it up* Its victory will merely hei‘ald 
the dawn of the social revolution all over 
the world, Thciefore, I am not afraid of 
fascism. On the contrary, 1 consider that 
fascism has to perforin a historical func- 
tion. Fascism will transform liberal capi- 
talist ceonomy into state-capitalism, and 
in ,so doing it paves the road to socialism/' 
(That Russian communism w social- 
ism is^ of course, another of the illusions 
which these gentiy believe, or pretend to 
believe.) 

WOl LI> DESTROY LMONS 

‘‘Fascism, moreover/' he continued, 
‘‘would destroy the reactionary trade 
unions and the Labour Party. In doing so 
it would clear the road to political po\ver 
for the working class* and that is also to 
the good. Then, having done all that, it 
will be overthroT^vn by the l ising of the 
working classes and oppressed nations all 
over the world. Then we will have prole- 
tarian dictatorship and socialism every- 
where/' 

(In the name of eventual proleUirian 
revolution, therefore, he would welcome 
death, oppression, unbearable woe of body 
ami spirit to be visited on workers of 
Britain.) 

Braunthal, however, cannot even accept 
the dialectic view that the intolerable suf- 
feidng of its victims will lead to the 
prompt overthrow' of fascism. He cites 
the reason which Friedrich Engels “ex- 
pounded nearly half-a-century ago,'’' — 
that is the technical development of mod- 
ern weapons, now so greatly increased, 
against which an unarmed population 
could not possibly prevail. And he goes 
on to say, 

“But modern tyranny has developed, 30 
yeais after Engels’ death, a technique 
and a machinery of oppression yet more 
redoubtable than the military wreapons — 
the machinery of the totalitarian 
dictatorship, 

“How does that machinery work? First, 
it atomises the whole fabric of society, 
foremost the working class. The workers 
are prevented from organizing themselves 
as a political and sfieial force. Secondly, 
fascism, in abolishing free speech, the

free press, the free mind, the right to 
assemble and to doliberate, prevents from 
the beginning the shaping of the mind 
and the possibility of taking any de- 
cisions by the working commuriity. 
Thirdly, fascism threatens all those who 
disobey the commands of the rulers, or 
who even appear to disagree with their 
views* not only with imprisonment* but 
with the most cruel tortures and <leath. 
Finally, fascism has, in order to defenti 
its system of thraldom against organizetl 
t'o,sistance, forged the machinery of police 
iTito a most subtle instrument of spying. 
Spies are in every street, in every work- 
shop* in every dwelling house, even in 
many a family. Like a nionstrou.:: spider, 
with millions of legs, fascism embraces 
every individual and sucks his mind and 
strength an<l paralyses him/' 

The foregoing has been cited to show 
the quality of the delusions planted in 
the minds of Stalin’s puppets, and their 
rejection by an independent thinker will- 
ing to face facts. 

LEADERS OF .SABOTAGE 

ft seems evident that the same delusion 
is a pail of the party creed for the 
tovarischi on this side of the .Atlantic* 
It ^vould not be important if this theory 
were confined to babblings over the cock- 
tails. It is important because of the pres- 
ence of Communist Party members in 
high ranking positions in C, I. 0. unions* 
in strategic positions to sabotage national 
defense and aid to Britain. It is no longer 
possible to say, as many probably tlo say, 
wuth a good-humored shrug, 

“These people have no infiuence and 
what they believe doesn't matter.'’ 

An investigating committee of the leg- 
islature of the state of Wisconsin recently 
issued a public statement declaring that 
witnesses and documentary' evidence had 
proved to their satisfaction that Harold 
Christoff ei, president of the C, L 0* union 
in the Allis Chalmers plant; Joseph 
Schneider, chairman of the union's elec- 
tions committee; also Christoffers wife, 
were members of the Communist Party. 

Christ ofTel attracted natiim-wide 
attention when he whip-sawed h's 
local into a strike* holding up pro- 
duction fm vitally important defense 
orders fi>r 75 days in spite of frantic 
efforts by government mediators. 
.\liis Chalmers had orders for $26,- 
000*000 worth of materiel* chiefly for 



naval equipment. ll<»\v much this 75 
clay delay held up other production 
cannijt he estimated, but one thing is 
sure, it was time the government 
could ill afford to lose. One authorit} 
charges one*third of alt production 
of derense materiel was slowed. 

It was not until after the strike had 
been settled that the damning red tag 
was pinned on ChristoiTel, his wife* and 
Joseph Schneider. Mrs. Christoffel, who 
is employed by the V- S. Forestry Service 
in Milwaukee umlei' the name of Ann 
Sabljak* was identified as a member of 
the Communist Party who had held vari- 
ous party offices and was active in edit- 
ing and writing for one of its publica- 
tions.

Chief witness was Kenneth Goff, of 
Delavan, Wis., a foimor Communist Party 
member, w^ho had known Mrs, Christoffel 
in communist activities under the name 
of Ann Stewart* and was able to show 
through comparison of handwriting, 
photogiaphs and other documentary 
proof* that she and Ann Sabljak were the 
same person. Also placet I in evidence was 
the marriage certificate of Ann Sabljak 
and Harold Christoff el* 

This public report, which was sigried 
by SIX members of a seven -man commit- 
tee, and has been published in news- 
papers of Wisconsin* further states: 

“Goff also testified that Harold Christ- 
offel was present at a meeting which was 
held in 1936 at 113 E* Wells St., in the 
city of Milwaukee* in the office of Gene 
Dennis, at that time district organizer 
of the Communist Party, whose office was 
in the front part of the building which 
face.s the river* the inner office in which 
only official party members came with- 
out permission from the district organ- 
izer* At that meeting in attendance was 
a full quorum of the *state board of the 
Communist Party and representatives of 
different trade and labor organizations 
of Milwaukee plus representatives of in- 
dustrial unions. 

“At that meeting was Emil Costello 
( former state assemblyman ) * Frank 
Jones* Hai'old Christoffel* Art Ludvjgsen, 
Gunnar Michelson, Aaron Tolliver, Na- 
than Garfieid, Fred Keller* Elmer Luch- 
terhand (alias Lrochtier — party name).

That conference I composes I of repre- 
sentatives of manufacture IS, distributors, 
and users of copper conductors, drafted 
the simplified list of stock sizes shown 
below, vrhieh the Department of Com- 
merce, t.hroug-h the Division of Simplified 
Practice of the National Bureau of Stand- 
aids, now submits for the consideration 
of all concerned.

SIMITJFICATION SPEEDS DEFENSP: 

The conference was opened by the chief 
of the Division of Simplified Practice, w^ho 


Kol lowing 

conference of industry repre- 
sentatives, Bureau of Stand- 
ards acts. May affect National 
Electrical Code 

gave a brief outline of the way the Na- 
tional Bureau <jf Standards collaborates 
with businefs in applying the prineiplcr^ 
of simplification to industry practice, 
emphasizing the present importance of 
the activity as a means of contributing 
to our national defense effort. He urged 
that all industries should adopt simplifi- 
cation, especiiilly as a means of achieving 
intelligent use of our nation's raw ma- 
terials and thus con.serving them. 

Simplified practice, Mr. Ely explained, 
means the elimination of excessive variety 
of manufactured products or methods. 
A simplified practice recommendation is 
a record of stock-items that are retained 
after superfluous variety has been elimi- 
nated by the coneci'tcfl action of manu- 
facturers, distributors, users (including 
governmental agencies), and others 
interested. 

Simplification may be applied quickly, 
as an emergency measure, to insure the 
smooth operation of priorities, rationing, 
and such other regulations as responsible 
officers of our government may deem 
necessary to our preparations for defense. 
Furthermore, when the present emer- 
gency is over, the resulting simplified 
practice recommendations will tend to 
prevent a recurrence of the unnecessary 
multiplication of variety which occurred 
in the last post-war period. 

RATIONING AN rUTPATHD 

Increasing efficiency in every activity 
of business and industry, including those 
of conservation and of waste elimination, 
is in nomial times a highly de.sirable 
evidence of sound industrial manage- 
ment. In our pivsent emergency it is 
imperative. In the view of the Ofiice of 
Production Management, the elimination 
of waste and the conservation of ma- 
terials are as urgent now as they were 
in 1917 and 19 IB, when the Conservation 
Division of the War Industries Board 
stimulated manufacturers, disti-ibutors, 
and users of all kinds of goods to con- 
centrate their atlention on attacking 
waste in all of its forms. 

Simplification served a very useful 
purpose in that earlier national emer- 
gency; it has been successfully applied 
by industry, the public, and governmental 
agencies, duidng the intervening period, 
as is witnessed by the existence of over 
175 effective peace time simplified prac- 
tice reeonimendations, and it is being put 


to work again now, in our present 
emergency. 

Today priorities are being invoked to 
relieve and forestall bottlenecks, which 
would otherwise seriously jeopardize the 
whole defense program. This does not 
necessarily mean that nondefense in- 
dustries must be depiived entirely of the 
raw materials they need, but it, obviously, 
dues mean that those industries will have 
to go on rations. 

The rationed materials will have to be 
used wdsely, in accordance with an effi- 
cient plan. It cannot be claimed either 
wise or efficient to fabricate any part of 
our scarce materials into varieties of 
products that are .seldom demanded and 
which, therefore, complicate the processes 
of manufacturing, s^vell Invemories, and, 
w^orst of all, reduce the effective supply 
of materials. It is the purpose of simpli- 
fication to prevent this. 

If manufacturers, di.stributors, and 
consumer.s wdll w'ork together, voluntar- 
ily, on this job of simplification, the sense 
of deprivation can he lessened, even in 
the face of rationing, and the national 
defense program will be fiicilitaied. 

The proposal before this conference, 
which was called at the request of the 
National Electrical Contractors Assneia- 
tion, through its codes and standards 
committee, is to consider the simplifica- 
tion of copper conductors, the array of 
which now on the market, aecorfling to 
the committee, is needlessly extended. 

Letters which had been received from 
firms and organizations, unable to be 
i-cpresentcHl, were read for' the informa- 
tion of the conference. These unanimously 
ajipmved the undertaking. 

TO t ONSERVE COEPER 

The proponent group was then givtm 
an opportunity to presrmt its rermnnum- 
dation. The presentation was made by 
George Andrae, chairman of the as.so- 
ciation's codes and standards committee, 
who reviewed the developments which 
led them to suggest the project, Reading 
from the letter in which he ha<i brought 
the matter to the attention of the divi- 
sion, he quoted: 

“It is our suggestion that cahle,s over 

500,000 circular mills not be carrieil as 
stewk sizes for the trade, but be available 
on special order only* This should re* 
lea.se appreciable copper tonnage for 
other purposes, whereas it is now tied 
Up in slow moving inventory items. The 
place of very large cables thu.s removed 
from current stocks would be better filkHl, 
from an electrical standpoint, by sniuller 
cables connected in multiple.-^ 

Research, he continued, has developed 
the fact that the larger sizes of wire do 
not carry as much amperage as was 
formeijy though L The manufacture of 
large cables ties up a great deal of the 
manufacturers' inventoiies in slow- mov- 
ing stock, and simplification is desirable 
not only btfcause it will eliminate slnw- 
moving st<ick, but also because the u.^e 
(if small-cables-in-multiple in |ilace of 
large single cables will improve service 
to consumers.

A mong the rccryits m thf 

ranks of organ izoc! labor there may 
he some who have not yet become fa- 
miliar with the works of Edwin Markham, 
probably the greatest labor poet that 
America has yet protluced. As for the 
older labor veterans^ even those who 
have commitltnl some of Markham V 
nmster]neces to memoryt there is a deep 
arid eon si ant enjoyment to be derived 
from the repeated readings af this singer 
of the common man. 

Cuupkd with the true artist's simph‘ 
but powerful expression, Markham pos- 
sessed the rarer quality of undei'stand- 
ing. It has been said ihal understanding 
is sympathy in its fine correct j^ense. It 
is something far more than mere knowl- 
edge, which concerns the intellect alone. 
(icTmiiie understanding involves a coor- 
liinatiim of the mind wuth the heart ami 
soul. Whereas knowledge may be used 
as an efficient tool to promote one's self- 
interest, understanding lifts a man above 
himself’ It ennobles hinn It prompts him 
to act for the welfare of others. It is 
from such unselfish sciwice that great- 
ness springs, ft was to such service thai 
Markham dedicated his talents. 

HIE HATTLE-CKY 

Thv finest of Mark hum's works is his 
piiem entitled “The Man with the Hoe," 
iL L, Mencken has rated the poem as 
the greatest over written in America, 
t’harlcs Ed’ward Russell, him.self a Pu- 
litiaer prize winnort has evaluated it as 
the greatest poem of the age. Its under- 
lying social and moral considerations 
have wmn for it the ilesignation, “the 
battle-cry of the next thousand years." 

Hut these and similar appraisals of 
the poem's superlative <|Ua lilies are not 
necessary to a real iza lion of its simple 
grandeur. They are mentioned only to 
instil in the avemge trade unionist, w'ho 
is inclined to approach almost any work 
in poetry with self-deprecating humility, 
a conlidence in his own ability to judge 
ii.s merits. This poem speaks for it.^elf, 
quite imlepcndenlly of the praises i>f 
the literary world. 

“The Man with the Hoe” was written 
under the stimulu.s aroused by Mark- 
ham's contemplatitm of the world- 
famous painting hearing the same title, 
by the French artist Jean Francois Millet. 
Neither the painting mir the poem was 
intended to reject upon the farmer or 
the agricultural laborer, as some critic.'^ 
have mistakenly a.ssumed. Instead, the 
sullen and stunted peasant symbolizes 
the unjustly poverty-stricken toilers of 
all the world. That brutalized forni ilhts- 
I rates the horrible consequence of long- 
continued anti-siocial remduct by the

greedy privileged of every country, in 
every age, 

"Bowed by the weiabt of centuries he Jeans 
Upon Kis iioe and gazes on the ground,

Thus briefly did Markham pack ihe 
poem's opening lines with awful content. 
Who that reads can fail to behold the 
stupid tragedy of such h creature's hope- 
less struggle? Then, by a serie.^ of un- 
answered questions, the poet implies the 
cause of that woikci's wi'elched condi- 
tion more clearly than by any accusation. 

THE SACdUFTCETO M AMMflN 

The immense gravity of the crime, 
which so degraded a member of human 
kind that he retained less dignity than 
lhat wdth which nature endows even the 
common beasts of bunlen, is then shown

ucatb tbe callousness of many of those 
inilitTcrent to justice. As with music and 
other hue arts, the fruits of this wnvk 
were not confined to the country of its 
m igin. The poem was reprinted buyond 
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the seas and w'li.s translated into iriciny 
other tongues, Cor its l.htmte w'as as uni- 
versal as is human suffering. 

.Many a piece thereafter written by 
ICdwin Markham made him additionally 
if cloved to labor, whose cause he de- 
voted ly cham pioi j ed . 

faist year Markham died. Rut, as thi- 
nature of all constructive accompli. sh- 
in cuts, his works live on. Ah a tribute to 
Ihe poet, and as a means of realizing 
more cfTectively the mdile a.spiratiuns to 
which he devoted himself, There has been 
mganized the Edwin Markham Memorial 
.Association under the leailership of his 
intimate friend and neighbor, Ur. VernMU 
B, Hampton. The association has an- 
nounced the publication of Markham's 
“Collccteil Poems,” numbering over onr^ 
ihiiusand, to be released on April 2^t in 
commemoration of the poet's birthday. 

The Edwin Markham Memorial 
Association now^ seeks to raise money 
for the acquisition of Markham's 
home on Staten Island, New- York, 
and there eslablish and maintain a 
labor and literary slirine. The asso- 
ciation and its purposes have beeti 
endorsed by William Green, presi- 
dent of the A. F. of L„ Senator 
(Seorge W, Norris, and by many 
other public-spirited imiividuals and 
organ izat ions. Because of Mark- 
hanTs eainesl promotion of the 
cause of ju.stice for workers, the as- 
sociation rightfully hoifcs for finan- 
cial support from organized Uibor.

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Wrong-VV;iy Before Charles A, Lincibergh Hew to 
IJndbergh Paris as the first aviator to span the 
Atlantic, he was an ordinary American 
boy with no real attainments. As a result of his ad- 
venture he was lionized by Americans and became a 
national hero. Since then he has been allowed to pose 
as a scientist in two fields of attainment. His opinions 
are worth little more than those of any other Ameri- 
can citizen. He has never been right in regard to 
social questions though he had a heritage from his 
illustrioys father, Lindbergh, Sr„ a leader in the 
Northwest, who fought for labor and the farmer. 
Lindbergh, Jr., broke with his father's tradition and 
has never once ever spoken for the common people. 
On political questions he appears to be a tory. 

It is this fortunate boy who has given more com- 
fort to totalitarian dictators than any other single 
American. When the British and the Greeks were 
putting up a heroic resistance against superior odds, 
Lindbergh, Jr., declared that the Allies could not 
win the war. Whether he knew it or not, he wa.s 
saying exactly what Hitler and Goebbels were saying 
in Berlin and he was saying it at a time when the 
morale of the Allies was low and the morale of his 
own country was low. It was as if with studied cold- 
ness he did the work of the enemy at that particular 
hour. 

We think it la time for Charles A. Lindbergh to 
be regarded as what he is — not an authority and not 
a scientist, but a fortunate son of a sainted father. 
As far as we are concerned, we ^^'ould be glad to 
have him re-christened Wrong- Way Lindbergh. 


■Ininl Seeing the handwriting on the wall, some 
Councils sections of the CIO are now advocating 
the setting up of joint uiiion-managemeiiL 
councils. Some of the CIO leaders realize the only 
basis for industrial democracy is joint union-manage- 
ment committees, atid that the only road to indu.strial 
peace is by the way of joint union-management coun- 
cils. This has been demonstrated in the American 
Federation of Labor for more than a generation. If 
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the enthusiastic intellectuals wh() are now trying to 
bolster the CIO in this direction will study the so- 
called B. & 0. plan, the TVA sel-up, the Canadian 
National Railway plan, the Council on Industrial 
Relations for the Electrical Construction Industry 
and many other shop plans they will see that the 
American Federation of l.abor has adopted and 
brought to fruition a Joint union-management council 
plan. But they should be warned that a union-man- 
agement council is not an arena in which to fight the 
class struggle. Before joint councils can be a success, 
there must be a change of attitude on the part of the 
union and management in regard to belligerency. 


.Answering an A terrible conflagration is gnawing 
Argument away at the vitals of an American 
city. Instead of bringing out the fire 
apparatus to put the fire out, citizens enter into a 
debate as to whether they should perfect the fire 
apparatus or re-build the fire house before tackling 
the flames. This is a parable suited to the present 
hour in respect to total defense. We have heard rep- 
resentatives of the peace party and the communists 
and tories all presenting the same argument: why 
worry about trouble.s abroad, why not stay at home 
and make democracy a succesB at home? 


I'nomployment This is May. The United States is 
well on its defense program. Still 
there is evident no real shoiTage of workers in this 
country despite predictions of economists and indus- 
trialists that there would be such shortages by June. 
The latest report on labor supply from the U. S. 
Employment Service indicates that there were more 
workers available in March than there were in Feb- 
ruary. Some 357,000 workers with primary skills 
were registered at public employment offices in March. 
This is an increase of 5,700 workers over the list 
in February. The great centers of unemployment 
were New York, California. Illinois, Michigan, Ohio 
and Pennsylvania. 

This Journal has pointed out that the ability to 
carry on a defense program along with business as 
usual has been made possible by the machine. The 
machine has made such inroads on employment prior 
to the defense program that it created a great sur- 
plu.s of unemployed. This is beginning to be absorbed. 


Defense Evidence continues to pour in of the 
Conperalion intelligence and patriotism of the elec- 
trical workers. A story from East St. 
Louis carried in this issue recounts the enterpri.se of 
farsighted Local Union No. B-309 in preparing lead 
workers for a zinc plant in that city. 

Another example of this intelligent cooperation 
comes from Local Union No, 508, Savannah, Ga. Thc^ 
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I'olluwinfr notice hari been posted on all deleiise jobs 
by W. L. Ferrell, business manager ol' that local 
union : 

“The International Rrotlierhood of Klt'ctrical 
Workers has pledged the services of its im'inbera 
and has agreed with the oilicials of the United States 
(lovernment that there will be every elforl made 
possible to do our part during this emergency defense 
preparation. 

“In return the United Stales Government has as- 
sured orgajiized lal)or that wages and conditions will 
be recognized and sii|)]iorted. Therefore, wlien it is 
necessary to settle a grievance between the meml)ers 
and contractors, we have a plan established to carry 
the grievance to Washington for settlement if it can- 
not lie settled locally. 

“Therefore, be it understood — THAT ANY KI.EC- 
TflK'AL WORKER CAUSING DISSENSION OR 
STOPPAGE OF WORK. OR HAVING ANY PART 
THEREIN, WILL PE SUBJECT TO BE DIS- 
MISSED FROM THE EMPLOYMENT OF THE 
CO XI' R ACTOR OR BE REMOVED BY THE EOCAL 
UNION. 

“Please abide by this until instructed otherwise.” 


Skill It took a drive foi‘ total defense to reveal the 
underlying fallacies in the contention that skill 
i.s not a great as.set in modern industry. Pick u]i any 
daily paper and read the story of the nation’s need 
for skilled workers, Ai)parently there are plenty of 
unskilltsi workers ready to man all the jobs necessary 
to carry on the defense etlort. But skilled workei's — 
that is another matter. I’aiiks, artillery, aii’lilanos and 
the .scores of gadgets that make these engines of war 
work are all the product of skilled workers. Moreover, 
skilled workers must service these machines. Eorlii- 
uate it i.s that Ihei-e liave been union organizations in 
this country that foresaw the value of skill to indu.stry 
and to the nation even while CIO leaders and some in- 
dustrialists are trying to contend that mass produc- 
tion outmoded skill. Skill is the very life-blood of 
industry, 

Imtiortaiit, therefore, is it that everything lie done 
to advance the work of the Federal Ai)!ircnticeship 
Committee and the apprenticeship program. 1’he In- 
ternal.ional Bi'othei'hood of Electrical Workers has 
(lone this l>y joining with a committee from the Na- 
tional pjlectrical Contractors Association to promul- 
gate national standards on apimenticeshii).

broadcast in the United Slates. I' wo

Those who think 
that the United States can deiiemi on two oceans and 
undefended shores for protection are moving in a 
fool's lati'adise. As a matter of fact, Ijondon is nearer 
New Yoi'k It (day than Charlottesville was to Washing- 
ton, 1>. C.. when Thomas Jelferson was president. 
Jefferson used to get in hi.s one-horse gig and drive for 
three days to gel to the CMi)itol, Many livers have 
taken aii'iilaiies to Fngland in onc-twelflh of this lime. 
Before the war stopped sea trall'ic, ocean telephones 
linked sliii>s 2,001) miles at sea to the mainland. I' he 
world is small. It is the dictators who have the imagi- 
nation to recognize this fact. It is the unimaginative 
Amei-icaii who thinks he can rest in his continent se- 
cure from invasion both of ideas and arms. 

The first illusion that Amei'icans should lose is the il- 
lusion of a great world with isolated continents. Never 
again will American citizens move in such a world. 
The present world is small. The future world will be 
smaller and Amei'icans should adjust Iheir eyesighl 
and Iheir aim to this all-imiior(an1 fact. 


Dr. IJoyd !)r, Morton G. Lloyd, for many years 
head of the electrical section of the U. S. 
Bureau of Standards, died suddenly in Washington, 
April 26. Dr, Lloyd was a uniijue personality and made 
a unique conlribution to government service and to 
the teclini((iies of the electi'ical industry. He was a 
simple I'lersfui, utterly without guile, and .strove man- 
fully always to liring scientific training to bear uixm 
the problems nf the industry. lie had charge of direc- 
tion of the Nalioiial Electrical Safety Code and in addi- 
tion he was a moving spirit in the formulation of the 
National Elect I'icid Code. He had been ])resident of 
the Inleriiat ioiial Association of Electrical Inspectors. 
All men Li'usted and loved him. 

He had unusual equipment, for his job. He had 
studied science in college and he had won a E. R. de- 
gree, He cniitimied his academic career and be became 
a doctor of ((hilosophy and then he took a degree in 
electrical engineering and studied in Europe. His in- 
tellectual attainments, however, did not .shut him ntf 
from men, lie was a genial, sagacious per.son, willing 
to assume simple tasks in order to forward the wel- 
fare of the entire electrical industry. His position will 
be didicult to dll. 

The International Brotherhood of Electrical Work- 
ers especially owes a great debt to Itr. Lloyd, He con- 
tributed to this JoUKN.vn. He was always willing to 
advise the union on technical matters and he had 
enough social sense to know that tlie union was a 
social institution, capable of making a contribution 
to the industry and to the stale.

That's had. The Greeks sure put up 
a hi>ht with everyth they had. Winder 
why the British didn't briti>r in more 
men and more equipment ? Well, I'd better 
no! worry about it. Fil better worry abmit 
what to have for dinner. Gosh, havon'i 
groceries gom? up! Pd better jro to the 
stiire and then 1 can stop at the neighbor* 
hood movie. They have a good show this 
week, a comedy, Tt (.loeHtdt do to get 
gloomy. 

What bothers me most is that 1 feel 
this country is not moving fast enough. 
Are we really going to work as hard a.s 
we could to strengthen Britain, to 
strengthen our ow-n country's defenses? 
Do WK? kid ourselves w€^ can rise in might 
after the bombs begin to fall? There isn't 
much time, maybe — ^are we using it 
effectively? 

First we have to provide modern 
weapons of ’ivar in huge quantities, 
enough for ourselves and for the hard- 
ivressed British, (Nobody — not even the 
appeasers— denies that the British con* 
siitute our first line of defense.) To pro- 
vide these planes, tanks, gun.s and all 
that goes with them involves a tre- 
mendous industrial dislocation and rear- 
rangement. Is this going as fast as it 
could, or do we have some' leaders, both 
in labor anti management, who are 
wantonly jockeying ftir aflvantage? You 
know^ the answer. 

Next comics the training of an inmy 
of young men in the use of mtidern 
weapons. But we have to have the 
weaptms first. That is w^hy the industrial 
ctfoit is the vital one now. Mtidern war- 
fare the man and the machine. The 
man alone is worse limn useless. He 
get.s in the way. He must be atnicd and 
trained for some particular stmtegic spot 
ill the battle line. He must have the plane, 
the gun, the tank now so that he can 
learn to operate it. 

But we women, who go tn market, and 
prepare foorl, and run the homes and get 
the children ready for schotd; and we 
other women who go to our daily work 
— we read the newspapers anti the maga- 
Kine> and see the newsreels, a ml we think, 
and w'e W'onder what can we do? Our 
country, easy-going, careless, so beauti- 
ful wdth spring, w'e feel a love for it 
that chokes our inarticulate throats. Is 
she the next to be attacked? 

Now you know that we, us (mlinary 
citizens, men and women, are going to 
pay for this tremendous defense program. 
We'll pay in heavier taxes; also we*ll

pay in the co.st of necessities of life which 
will develop scarcities in some items. The 
young men will pay in the interruption 
of ihedr lives for military training, 
whether they are actually called uf}on to 
fight or not. 

On the whole w'e are accepting it chi'er- 
fully, 1 have heard isolationists say the 
people show no enthusiasm. Why should 
they? Thi.s isn't a baseball game. It*s a 
grim, expensive business at the best. 
For millions of individuals, however, cir- 
cumstances have brightened immeasur- 
ably. Work, steady work has been pro- 
vided. They can earn and buy. Theix' 
individual security is much increased al- 
though their work is to produce instru- 
ments of destruction. Wouldn't it be 
wonderful if this nation could go on into 
peace-time at such a tempo, making and 
distributing goods for the comfort and 
health of its citizens and at the same time 
providing the security of jobs? 

We have our eyes open now. I think the 
ordinary citizen has a clearer idt^a of the 
influences of economic and social forces 
on his daily Ufe, He will not be sulisfied 
with a government which let.s these forces 
run wild. Whether in war or peace, or 
this peculiarly trying time which is 
neither one nor the other, we want <mr 
government to be orderly, just, and to be 
run for the interests of the majority. 

That brings us back again to defense 
production. Is it fair for vital industries 
to be tied up by strikes or lock-outs 
whik labiir and management dicker? I'm 
sure that tht^ overwhelming majority of 
the membership of this pai ticulai- inter- 
national union would answer xvith a re- 
so unfling NO! 

LATER 

It is the policy of the f, B. E. W., both 
inLerniiLiojially and in its locals, to keep 
working while .such matters are settled 
amicably over the conference table. This 
policy has been proved effective over a 
pciiod of years. And is this a sign of 
union weakness? Ask workei's in other 
tracles! The ^vages and conditions com- 
manded by organized electrical workei's 
are regarded wdtb healthy respect, even 
envy. But we see leaders in G. I. 0. unions 
in vital industi'ies using tactics w’hich 
are dishonest and coercive towaitl their 
membtu'ship, deliberately obstructionist 
toward management and government. Are 
these men doing labor a service? The 
unthinking public does not disUoguIsh, it 
blames all unions for the sins of some. 
What does the rank and file member 
think? Doesn't he resent the way ho was 


whip.sawed? Hasn't be ibe courage to 
revolt against a policy that is hurting 
him, that is hurting all labfjr, and that 
is ddilierately obstructing the will of the 
people of the United States as expressed 
by their elected repre.sentatives ? That is 
costing the lives of Englishmen and their 
women ami children thrtmgh delay in 
getting essential weapons. 

It's easy for tories to say that the 
remedy lie,s in the shackling of all labor. 
This is an end they dearly desire, not a 
means. Lump the good and the bad in 
one basket, give no credit for the loyal 
and intelligent voluntary effort, but crack 
the whip over all alike. 

The L B. E. W, can look the world in 
the eye with a clear conscience. From 
the smallest local right up to the Inter- 
national Ofike it is supporting the defense 
effort enthusiastically and intelligently. 
No other union has done such a job of 
moving men from place to place where 
they were needed, anticipating this very 
situation and setting up machinery to 
handle it as smoothly as possible. 

No other union is so well situated for 
the training of young -workers in needed 
skills as the I, B. E. xvhere continuous 
craft x*ducation even of highly- trained 
journeymen is regarded as a necessity 
because of the continuous advance of 
technology, and w-here educational facili- 
ties ami the habits of learning are widely 
distributed among locals. Right now 
this union is in a proces.s of expansion. 
Locals are enrolling qualified men, in an 
ortlerly way, and apprenticpshfp.'^ are be- 
ing much iucreased. We are preparing 
to cooperate, to train workers and to 
have them ready to send where they are 
needxul. This is all voluntary. I don't be- 
lieve it could be done so efficiently and in 
such good spirit otherwise. 

So why not tell the world that there 
are the good as well as the bad? Public 
opinion can be a great force. It should 
be an enlightened force, not a blind beast. 
If public opinion is marshalled and 
turned in the right direction it can help 
to clean up some of the bad spots. Read 
your JouRNAl. and get the facts. This 
union IS coopeniting w'ith the govern- 
ment to the best of its ability. This is no 
time for delay or ob.structionism, we 
vehemently alfirin. Speak out, so the 
world will know where we stand and 
what we believe. 

And also each one of us in our daily 
job, no matter what we are doing, can 
hit the ball a little harder and expi^e.ss 
our convictions that way. If we arc go- 
ing to lick Hitler we have to do it here 
ajid now.

Dear Rudy: 

We are as disappi^inied in your letter as 
you are in conditions. Xoiie of us are in 
what might be called an enviable position. 
We believe, though, that it is a healthy 
sign that so many are dissatisfted — this may 
lead them to pay a little better attention to 
union affairs* an+1 to help out in its activities, 

,4s for the powerh<mse operators getting 
something every time, or their being the 
object of the union’s prime Concern, nothing 
could be further from the facts. This year, 
for inf.tance, the switch tioar<l operatorR got 
just exactly what they iiske+1 for -nothing. 
As a group which shoo hi have been activcb" 
engaged with the various, committees w'ork- 
ing on the wage conference brief* they* like 
so many other groups and individuals* 
simply failed to exert themselves enough 
to even make their wants known* much less 
contribute any work* time or help on the 
affairs nf the union. There were several 
calls made last year for suggestions or ma- 
terial for the brief, and almost all of them 
failed to get a response. Some of our people 
Just do not underfitand how terribly involved 
union business is* especially when this 
business is with TVA. Very fe^w of our 
people have ever trie+1 to help out with our 
work, or tried to keep up with events^ 
studied union rules, the constitution* or 
otherwise tried to take an active interest. 

The pregent digsansfactlon is the direct 
result of this. 

A great many men complain that the local 
unions are **run‘* by a favored few. I am at 
a loss to explain this by any other term 
than laziness. The fact is that these so- 
imlled “favored few” are the only ones who 
do the work connected with our affairs. 
That is why 1 said this present state may be 
a healthy sign; it is certainly time for the 
membership in general tu wake up and 


i^egin to be genuine members instead of 
tag-alongfl, 

1'here actually is no place for a complaint 
ngiuiist the union, for the f null a lie pri- 
marily on the men who didn’t help. Con- 
trary to a misinformed belief, the Sixth 
Annual Wage ('onferenee was not ii failure. 
As a matter of fact it isn’t even concluded 
yet. there being an investigating committee 
at w'ork noiv on substation problems. 

There are too many of our people who 
ktH>w nothing about the organization, who 
feel that they have been “made” to join for 
no good reason, and who pay dues beeause 
they don’t know how to get out of it. These 
men should begin now to see that organised 
labor is the only effective means to luirgain 
with management, and b the only hope for 
the working man to hold on to what progress 
we have made* Surely every one will realize 
that were It not for collective Ujirgaining 
working conditions ivould almost immedi- 
ately revert to the unholy circumstances of 
2(1 years ago. Xobody who works for a living 
wants that! And organized labor has always 
been under the impression that men were 
joining the ranks to help make conditions — 
not to wallow in them. The business pay- 
ing dues is a necessity; it lakes a great deal 
of money for a labor union to operate for 
the simple reason that it is always compet- 
ing with industrial leaders who do not have 
a “financial problem.” It shoubi be under- 
ftt+ind by all that these fin or are I he life- 
blood of the organization, anf) not a ^lag- 
nan t pool of tribute! 

What we need is cooperation, not com- 
plain ts. When any member wishes lo offer 
his complaints with suggestions in the 
nmiiner of constructive criticism, then they 
are accepted with pleasure. Every member 
is obligated to the organization f+n- whale ver 
he can do to help. In this, light he sh+iuM 
make bis abilities and his wilHogness 
knowm. If wc could ^et a holf-dozei} rofnii- 
frer# every time there is need for a com- 
mittee* our committees woulfl fu net ton bet- 
ter and faster than if they ar+' name+l by 
some olTtcer who has to pick them nut nf 
a group of men with their heads “duclefi.” 

Tan you see the principal endeavor of this 
letter? We w^ant all of you to become MEM- 
BERS of this union not merely names on 
the roller. If you will try tli's f<tr u while 
you will see that there won’t he any com- 
plaints next year because overyo'ie will 
already understand what the utilon is +loi*ig. 
u'hat it Is trying to do aiifl what the 
obstacle A are. 

We wish to work with everyorjo and to 
make friends* this can he done only in 
direct propfirtion to the amount of coopera- 
tion we get. It is not the fins ire of this 
organization to “force” anyone; we oiilv 
want you to see that all of us can heepfit 
by mutual activity. Attending local union 
incelings is a real pfohlem ftir some, we 
know, hut that one thing In prohnldy the 
most impo riant item of ytiur membership.

Another thini^ that needs the .*ieriaus at- 
tention of all niuii who have their own and 
their country’s welfare at heart* is the many 
attempts beinK made to saholaj^e the Wafre 
and Hour Law^ the Wagner Act, and other 
hihor legrislatioh protecting all who work for 
their living from exploitation by greedy 
employers. 

rhief of these bills at this time is "!L R. 
better known ns the Vinson Bill. Its 
purpose* quoting from the bill, is "*To further 
expedite the national defense program in 
respect of naval constnietion and procure- 
ment by provkling for the investigation and 
mediation of labor disputes in connection 
therewith, and for other purpoaes." 

'Phere it is, and be sure not to overlook 
that lai^t phriise '*and for other purpose.-?/’ 
That is just another legal phrase that seem- 
ingly innocent, m packed with dynamite. In 
reality this hill, if passed, means the end of 
the closed iihop and the right to strike no 
matter what Justilicalion there might be for 
it, in any plant or factory produeing ma- 
terials for the navy. If this hill should pass 
for the navy it would not be long before 
similar legislatfon applying to all other de- 
fiartmcnts would be presented. Ways can lie 
found, and the President is working on M 
now, to prevent unnecessary strikes without 
destroying everything that labor has built 
in the last 50 years. 

When you road this make it your busi- 
neaii to check up and see what has hap- 
pened to this bill. If it has not been acted 
upon, plea.ie for your own sake, write U* 
your Senator and Hepresentative in ('ongress 
tu oppose it. Ask your Representative to send 
you a copy of this bill that you may thor- 
oughh^ undersLaml it. Even a brief summary 
would take too much space here. Suffice to 
ftay. that if it piis^ses — good-bye six and 
eight-hour days, and everything else that 
labor has gained at great sacritice. 

We need the six-hour day now. hut we will 
need it worse when the defense program 
itegins to taper off. When that time comes, 
unless we have maintained and improved our 
.‘iocial legislation, we will have another dc’ 
pression and probably a worse one, because 
machines are every day reducing man hours 
required to pro<luce a giveti item as a result 
of the demand for speed and more speed. 
This is proven by the fact that in spite of 
the tremendous defense orders there are still 
millions out of work. When these orders arc

From the time the rail joii was com- 
pleted until July, 1901, Henry Jumped from 
Michigan to St. Louis to New Orleans and 
tin ally landed in Detroit. Mich. 

In July, 1991, Ilenry started with the 
Kflison illuminating Co. (now The Detroit 
Edison Co.l, as n journ<iyman lineman. Oh 
yes I it w'as a nine- hour day, six days a 
week for $15.99 and two ways. 

On August 5. 1901, Henry w-aa initiated in 
Local No. n, Detroit. 

The year 1903 Hank was promoted to 
foreman of a service or drop wagon and 
continued in that ciipacity for more than 
26 years. The pay in 1903 for a foreman 
doing that type of was 127.50 for a 48- 

hour week, according to Brother Eib,

It isn't abun lately satisfactory* but is any 
agreement? In the opinion of the committee. 
Internationul Vice President G. X* Barker 
and a large nifijority of the Brothers, it was 
just about all we could get at the present 
time. 

If, at any lime, any company ever agreed 
to the perfect contract, then it seems the 
need for labor uniuTis would cease* 

fJnly throuirh organisation are we nble to 
get any kind of signed agreement. And 
only through orgunir*ation and continually 
strengthening of our organization, can we 
hope to hold the gains in pay and working 
conditions wc have been able to achieve. 

Each successive signed agreement he- 
tween employer and employee is another step 
up the ladder toward a higher standard of liv- 
ing* and that* after alL is the goal of ever>* 
person who works for a living. 

The new’ agreemenl* as accepted, provides 
for a general Ti per cent increase in |>ay. sev- 
eral reclasHilkaiions, full seniority rights, and 
the usual grievanco adjustment and arbitra- 
tion clnuHCM, The w^orking condiUtma w'ill be 


in effect two years, iiut the wage scan can be 
reopened after 12 months. However* it can be 
reopened by the local union. Otherwise 

the wage .scale will go a full two years also. 

An effort was made to obtain a closed shop. 
We failed to have it induded, but we have 
the next best thing. This clause provides, as in 
our la.d agreement* that any member becom- 
ing deljmjuent wdth his (lues shall be 
suspended by the company until such dues are 
l>aid. If such dues are uut paid within 30 days 
the €i>mi)finy may discharge .said worker, 

Your corre.spondent is of the opinion that 
this is one of the best dausea ever imrluilesl 
in any ugreemeiit negotiated liy Ij. IL No. K4. 

Not inserted in the contract but agreed to, 
iieverthdeHS, were two- week paid vacations 
and paid sick leave. Taking everything iutu 
consideration* it seenm that this is ont* (ff the 
best agreements w^eVe ever had. 

Fur the ill formation of those, if any, w hn 
perhapiS read our last montlFs report* wre are 
glad to announce that Governor Eugene Tal- 
madge vetoed the bill outlawing the “closed 
.’ihpp'' on guvermnent projeds. However* he 
did sign a bill requiring a :i(Gday notice 
intention to strike. There have been several 
strikes in this vicinity since the law was 
passed* -411 have complied with this regula- 
tion but one. 

It is generally understood a test case will 
be made in this instance, U sciems to your 
correspurident that the first juiige it nwhes 
will dedare it unconstitutional.

At the same time, 
we who live in the vicinity have witnessed 
an astounding revitalization of labor or- 
gan izations which are now more active 
than they have been al any time in the lai?t 
four years, ,N'ew gains have been made on 
almost every front* So great have been the 
sweeping victories that the Ford Motor 
('ompany, the colossus of anti-union in 
America, has been forced to recognize the 
right of its employees tti organize. 

However, we on the railroad have lugged 
far behind the general trend. Minor ques* 
tions concerning interpretatinns of the 
W'orking rules mid acts of coercion, intimi- 
dation, arnl discrimination are constantly 
being raised by the manage me Eit. 3'he pur- 
fjose of such activities is obviously to dis- 
tract the atlention of the employees from 
the more inipi>rtant issues of wage adjust- 
ments, vnciilion-wilh-pay arrangements, 
shorter workweek, and adequate overtime 
provisions for Sundays, holidays, and all 
time w'orked over 4fi hours a w-eek. 

A rather antiiiuated grievance machinery 
adds to the confusion. Incidental contro- 
versies often hold fire for an unreasonable 
period of time while the employee is under 
pressure, or a time slip for an hour over- 
time may be held up for monthB pending 
pay men I, 

In this siliiiition, the spirit of the mem- 
bership is cum punitive ly gooij w'ith every- 
thing indicaUng that despite strong oppo- 
sition. the members are determined to stand 
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for a pro^rrum of militant proKres- 
aive action in support of tho able local 
leailers who have sleppeil to the front and 
extended every elfort to protect their 
eonstituents.

To show what we have been doing in this 
line since the Japanese war against i lunu. 
our awn United Liles government has 
bought iSdib.nbO.UOd <tf Japanese gidd and 
5irjJ,)0(hlnm nf tlieir silver, [myiiig them a 
greater premium Ihan any other cmnitry 
would offer, .lapiin has obUiined 5H por cent 
of all its war materials iTom the I jiiied 
States! to wutgt! its war against Fhina, in spite 
of the embargo of lJ3b. 'I his mEUcrial rmild 
be usetl against us as vveit as aguin.st I'hina, 
and to top that off, we have also bought sT 
jmr cent of Ja|Uinfs exports of silk. 

White we have been doing such a huge busi- 
ness with Ja|mn our trade with Fhina has 
been less Lhitn 3 per cent of all our fimigh 
trade. VVe have a ?75U.blHblHH> inveslmefit ia 
the Far East which is IcsiS than we .**pend it- 
watch sport events each year. 

We talk of national defense and mid about 
it in the daily papers but we allow' the com- 
muntsitc F. J. n. Lo tie up our defense pro- 
gram wdth strikes that arc not caused for 
reason of wages, coinlitions or hours, but 
are caused by these communistic leaders to 
delay our preparations so that \vc will not he 
prepared in event of trouble. 

As far a.s Ja|ian is concerned they have 
already lost the war with 4'hina and a war 
with a foreign power such as the Fnited 
States would put the Ja[>ane.<e militarists 
who are now* in power in the Japanese gov- 
ernment in a |JosHion that would show thidr 
weakness to the world. It is a fact that the 
Japanese have demonsl rated themselves to 
be incapable of ingenuity or initiative.

Now, Brothers and Sisters who rend the 
JiM’KNAU you all know that our chief execu- 
tives are iiusy negotiating for the viieations 
with pay that we have nil been clamoring for 
over a periud of years, sending resolutions to 
our conventions and writing letters to our 
chiefs. We know that this mutter must he 
handled in acconi with the same law which 


It Iso protected us from attacks on our wage 
structure and require<l the carriers tn com- 
ply with the same law. We realize that an in- 
creiLse in pay would be welcome at this time 
but also I'ealize that certain orderly procedure 
is necessary to secure the increase and that 
when we do secure it, the same orcleHy and 
lengthy procedure is necessary before it can 
la- taken away from ua, 

H i.s regrettable that a few dense Individ- 
uals who have evidently never taken the 
trouble to reatl tfhe Railroad Labor Aet of 
ISbU are cluttering the pages of our ♦DitPiNAn 
with alt«acks an the chiefs of i»ur organiza- 
tions who arc doiitg all that is possible under 
the law to progress the “vacations with paj-" 
movement to a successful conclusion. These 
individuals know they are safe in their rant- 
ing and unsuccessful iiLtemj>ls lo create eon- 
fusion as the large mujority of .sensible rail- 
rnati workers want to preserve our pa.st gains 
and go forward io better coudllit'ins. The 
ranters and con fusion ists wouldn't have the 
intestinal fortitude to pull the pin. 

During federal control of railroads in IJ>17. 
lUlS and I P lb the railroa^l workers were 
given an opiu>rtunity to organize without in- 
terference and built up a powerful orguniza- 
Hon on the railroads v%'^hidi rcHulttal in im- 
provefl working conditions and increase.^ in 
woges which ro.su Ited in a top scale of 8b 
cents per hour for shop craft mechanics in 
the spring of lb20. However, the railroad 
worker with a sense of false security and 
total lack of ptdltical sense, went to the polls 
anil put into power a reactionary, labor-hat- 
ing, He publican administration which pro- 
ceeded to take awmy everything that Uit>ur 
hud gained under the Wilson Administration. 

Railroad labor came in for its share of the 
abuse and in DJ22 the shop craft organiza- 
tions w'ent on strike on every railroail in the 
IT S. A., unsupported by the other organiza- 
tions on the railroads. The ^vage rate had 
been cut fr<im 85 cents per hour to 70 cents 
per hour. We all know the story of the fed- 
crjil gtsvermnenl using every deviee to assist 
lltc c^arriers in defeating us, Anally resulting 
in the Daugherly Injunction w'hix,''h made it 
impossible to continue the strike. However, 
the Baltimore agietmient settled the strike 
on a few of the railroads and the strikers 
went Imck lo work and proceeded to rebuild 
their organizations for the new liay which 
waw coming. 

F<unf>any unions were formed toi the pro- 
perties which refustnl to sign the Baltimore 
agreement anil any employee found joining 
an A. F. of L. organ ization wii« promptly 
fired. However, (he organizations had Icxmied 
a lesson and proceeded to use the powerful 
weapon in the hands of every worker, “his 
vote.” The slogan was “Elect your friends 
iincl defeat y<iur enemies.^ In the rail- 

road worker went to the polls with a de- 
termination to vote sensibly for the candiiJate 
wdth a record of past performance favorable 
In labor and elected an administration that 
is thoroughly sym pathetic with the jtroldems 
of railroad labor and legislation has been 
passed which creates working conditions that 
would have been believed impossible 20 years 
ago, The compiiny union was wiped out, men 
given the right to organize without interfer- 
ence, a tribunal set up to hanclle their dis- 
putes. the unemployed were given unemploy- 
ment compensation, the worker reaching the 
age of do was given u pension ami allowed to 
retire. 

Through the machinery set up by this ad- 
ministration a Ift iH?r cent deduction in wages 
was restored, a live cents per hour increase 
wim granted and a 15 per cent reduction in 
wages was succvsh fully prevented, and now’ 
negotiations are in progress for a vacation- 
wdth-puy nioveioent. All of these were ac- 
complished through the untiring efforts of 
our chiefs. They did net get thcM! things by 
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U{j in a meetinii and Idowinjyc^ tht*ir 
baKDo imil dning nothing fmthor alxmt it+ or 
writing n mnaningless artk'le in the JoufiNAL, 
It has taken, n lot of hai't] work and use nf 
good judgmenl. over a long jneriod of yeai's^ 
with d i , 01 j raging until (.tui united

Hick and Harry* In other w'ords 
they tire owned and operated by you and me, 
anrl for the sole purpose of benefiting you 
and me. Seven persons, each with SIO, ami 
known as the incorporators, con.st.itnte the 
birth of a credit union. They, with others, 
assendde and elect a board of fli rectors eon- 
listing of aeveii or nine members.

We paid 
b per cent dividend for the year HMO, We 
also nlisorbed the cost of insuring our Umiis, 
ruder this insura nee, if the borrower should 
die. the full aniount owed by^ himself tis the 
i red it union in piud by the insurance coru- 
imtiy. A finance comjiuny charges the bor-

In the event that IVna, Dick or Hurry has 
i\ loan with your credit union, and he has 
met with some Linfiireseen misfortune, you 
are not going to tiike his last pound of llesh. 
hut are going- to treat him as a human being, 
liccanse he is one of your fellow' workmen. 
Me not only receives n low rate of interest 
tpM hia loan, but he a Imp receives your deepest 
consi lie ration when he most needs it. 

Hetng aide to her row at a low rale of in- 
i' rest oho gives him more purchasing power. 
\^'hy ? We all know that when W'e are uble 
(o pay cash. inosJ articles may be pur- 
chased cheaper. 

I red it unions are able to loan money at a 
low rate of interi'Ht, and are alsfi abb’ hi 


pay suhstantial dividends, due to the co- 
oper alive attitude of members. The trouh- 
ui‘er Is the only officer receiving compensa- 
tion, and his salary is umleteTmined until 
the annual meeting. 

At this anmuil meeting, his salary or 
compensation is a mutter to be settled by 
the membership, upon the rccommendatiim 
of the hoard of directors. 

Your money deposited in your credit union 
is just as safe as if dcpositeii in ymir 
neigliborhood Intnk, as your treasurer and 
every person handling cash arc fully bonded. 
It is to your advantage to deposit your 
savings with your credit union, instead of 
your neighborhood bank for this reason : The 
bank makes money on your money. Wb> 
not make money on your own money?

The time has finally come w'hen I must 
make a report of our profit sharing plan as 
I promised in my last communication to the 
JOUKNAI.. 

Local No, is an infant local, only 

about lo months oUL Robert For res it of 
Local No. B-2S, here in Baltimore, nego- 
tiuted im agreement between our local and 
the Monitor (Controller Oo., our employers. 
Although two cents an hour raises were 
granted to all employees earning uiuler 80 
cents an hour, the feature of the agreement 
w'as a profit-sharing pliiri based on the term 
net profits as entered in the federal income 
tax report. Six |»er cent of the stock valu- 
ation wu.s to be set aside for the stockhold- 
ers and the remainder tn be divided 50-50 
betw'een the employees and the stockholdere, 
.An equalisation plan w'as devised to prevent 
any employee from receiving juorc than 
double the iimount uf profit-sharing another 
receiveiL ,So far so good. The mechanics of 
the ay H tern were apleintid. 

Let it be said at this time that the only 
reason the employees iiceepteil this profit- 
sharing plan was because an executive of 
the company told them that if the plan was 
in elTott in 1987, they would have received 
approximately $3fM»00 to be distributed among 
them an average of over $15D per man. 
An aceountant’'s report in .^pril lfi4l showred 
this to he practically a fact. 

Now comes the sad news. 

Despite the spletufiil business year, only 
was reaRaeti through the profit-shar- 
ing plan, .'\n accountant's report confirmed 
the unpleasant fact. Payments ranging from 
to $23.15 for a full year's service w'ere 
made to the employees, 

it is regrettable that the profit-sharing 
plan has been such an abject failure. We 
had hoped to report better results. 

It is our conclusion that all locals w'oubl 
be much better off to take smaller raises — 
but still tangible results rather than a 
mirage that fades away as one approaches 
it. 

However, T have some good news to report. 
Owing to the unsatisfactory profit-shnring 
payments, the company has given over 25 
per cent of the shop men 5 cents an himr 
raises, 

in cb»sing, I would like to thank the 
,Ioi;nNM. for such excellent cooperation that 
monthly reports seem a privilege rather than 
a task.

%vould aggravate problems of labor supply 
makes it necessary that special attention 
should be given in time of defense emer- 


gency to questions of accident preven- 
tion, indu.strial hygiene, preventive medi- 
cine, mU-ritioTi, ami hours of work, and to 
the adequacy of the system of eti force- 
men t. 

As full and detailed information as 
possible regarding present and probable 
labor requirements and all labor reaei*ves 
on tvhich it is possible to draw should be 
obtained through the cooperation of gov- 
ernment, employers and \vorkers, 

9. It is essential that there should be 
an adequate and centralized public em- 
ployment service which shouhl be co- 
ordinated with the training and other 
agencies re.sponsible for the foregoing 
features of a national labor supply, 

10. In order to create the atmo.sphere 
of confidence and spirit of cooperation on 
tvhich the effective execution of the de- 
fense production program so iargedy 
depend,^ : 

(a) the positive and organizeii col- 
lahoraliun of employers and work- 
ers with the public authorities is of 
the highest value for dealing with 
all labor supply problems from the 
initialion of policy through every 
stage of its application; and 

(h) it is advisable to establish and 
maintain between, employers and 
workers such understandings and re- 
lations as will tend to assure unittKl 
effort toward the commem filijective.

wiremen. All work on .service wires and 
conduits, including customers* service, 
must be tione by journeymen linemen or 
inspectors. Emergency line work, inside 
repair w^ork, telephone work, and trans- 
former testing must be done by journey- 
men, All supplying and connecting of 
lead-covered cable, installing and repair- 
ing of junction boxes must be done by 
journeymen cable splicers. First class 
power stations must be operated by jour- 
neymen operators. 

Most agreements provide for automatic 
pay increases during the period of ap- 
prenticeship , Usually these increases are 
granted at six - month or one - year 
intervals. 
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Under many of our apprenUceship 
systems before an apprentice may be 
classed as a joui'iieyman he muBt pass a 
journeymaiVa examination. The Utah 
Power and Lij^ht [dan of L. U* No. B-57 
calls for '*a competent examiniiif^ board 
consist inir of representatives selected in 
equal numbers by the company ami the 
union,” to pass upon the prospective 
J ou rney m a n* s q u a I i ti ca t i o n s. 

L, U, (j 11 of Albuquerque^ Mex.. 

has one of our most strinjjent training: pro- 
grams. Apprentice linemen there must enter 
a four-year training course in ad4litioa to 
prerequisite work as holpers. ApprenticeH arc 
traineci in every bramih uf the irmle. At the 
end of GiU'h year they must pass an examina- 
tion licfore becoming eligible for the next 
cUtssii Sent ion and a higher rate of pay, A 
final journeyman's exiindnation is given at 
the close of the fourth year* For linemein the 
final examining boiird consists of nne line 
foreman and live journeymen linemen. For 
meter testers it is mmle up of one journey- 
man meter tester* the head of the company's 
meter department, and either the elect Heal 
or the assistant ideetrical superintendent* 

Among other companies at which our ap- 
prentices must pass examinations before be- 
coming'^ eligible to be classed as journeymen 
are the Northern States I'ower Compiiny, the 
MinneapoUs Genera t Klectrie Cointniny, the 
Laelefie I'ovver Gompuny, Minnesota Power & 
Light Gompany* Illinois- Iowa iMwer Com- 
pany ami the San Diego Consolidated Gas 
& Electric Company. 

At the Northern States Power Cumpany 
and the Minneapolis General Electric Gom- 
pany it fourth year apprentice is allowed 
a maximum of si*'t months within which to 
qualify us a journeyman, in the event that 
he fails his first journeyman's exam i nut ion* 
if he fails to qualify within that period “it 
shall be considered sumcient cause for de- 
motion to former position," 

In many other utility apprenticeshit! sys- 
tems journeymen exam i nations are also re- 
quired but are not simdikally mentioned In 
contracts between our local unions and their 
employers. 

Because the amount of work nvailabie to 
journeymen at one time in a power com- 
pany is limited, advancement from the rank 
of apprentice to journeynuin is not always 
possible at the time when one’s apprentice- 
ship period is completed. Many of the com- 
panies provide that an apprentice shall re- 
main at his Rnal status until hie services are 
required as a journeyman. His status, how- 
ever, Ih ffridected liy an agreement provision 
which declares that such an ajjprentice may 
not be removed in favor of a nev^^ apprentice 
until he has been made a journeyman* 

When li position is not open for an ap- 
prentice to become a journeyman, frequently 
he is given a small increase in pay but some- 
what les*«i than the pay of a full journeyman. 

Due to the increasing importance of this 
industry, many of our local unions engaged, 
in public utility work are setting up appren- 
ticeship systems or improving those already 
in existence at this lime.

Some of his admirers have referred to 
.Markham as the labor prophet;. In the face 
of the totalitarian menace which confronts 
the w'orld of democratic labor ivhen it is 
only now arrived at the Ih res hold of a Cmer 
and more widespread justice, there is one 
poem of Markham’s which, ihtmgh of per- 
manent value in illustrating the dignity of 
human labor, has a Rpeclal significithce in 
relation to democracy’s initnediatc problem*?. 
A monstrous slavery has already descended 
upon tens of millions of workers in other 
lands. The might imposing that slavery has 
decreed a bliickout of “the light within the 
worker’s brain" more complele than any in 
the past. The gain of centuries is imperiled. 
Tt is, therefore, more important than ever

It cannot be that one man's democracy 
is another man's poison. 

After all, there are about eight mil- 
lion members of labor unions in this 
country. They have another 15 million 
dependents whotn they are supporting 
and another 4(1 million workers who bene- 
fit by their elToils, 

That's 6(1 million people — half the pop- 
ulation of this country. 1 dorft think they 
would enjoy being pushed around to de- 
feat a country where they don't have a 
free labor movement, 

COOPERATION VS. SLAVERY 

The real issue involved here is what 
kind of labor policy wull bring about the 
maximum production of materials essen- 
tial to the national defense. 

Will a free labor movement, protected 
by the law of the land* be more produc- 


tive than slave labor? Or are we caught 
in a dilemma in which we must either 
adopt Nazi tactics or succumb to Nazi 
dominiition Y 

The mere statement of the pi'oposition 
is its answer. 

1 will never believe that a nation can 
preserve its strength by giving up its 
freedom — that the things which made us 
dilTerent from Hitler's Germany have to 
be pushed aside in order to insure his 
defeat. 

J can never believe that free entei pi ise 
and free labor cannot outproduce slave 
labor and regimented management — with 
one hand tied behind it. 

And here is a demonstration. 

Only last Monday, one of the largest 
industries a If ec ting the defense prepara- 
tions of the nation completed an agree- 
ment with one of the largest unions, 
without a single man-day's loss of time. 

Negotiations had been begun between 
union and management two wrecks before 
the expiration, on April 1, of the old 
agreement. On its expiration, the parties 
were not yet in accord. The old agreement 
was extended for one week. Negotiations 
continued. At the end of the week, the 
previous agreement %vas again extended. 
At its end, the new contract was signed 
by both parties. 

This shotvs what happens when man- 
iigonumt accepts the principle of collec- 
tive bargaining, as required by law, ami 
union representatives meet in a .sjiirit of 
cooperation. 

No need here for harsh laws dej3 riving 
citizens of what Jefferson would certainly 
call their natui'al rights. 

Not even a government mediator was 
necessary. 

Here is your "cooling off" period work- 
ing at its best— voluntarily accepted by 
both sides to the controversy. A "cooling 
oir* period before the expiration of the 
existing agreement — ^not after it. 

The only government policy which is 
compatible with a democratic society is 
to insure to both labor and management 
complete protection of their rights under 
the law, and emphasize to both their re- 
spective obligations under a government 
which follows the teachings of Thomas 
Jefferson. 

It is to bp rpinpinbprpd that any nn* 
usual situation raises its problems. 

In the readjustments made necessary 
by the defense program, some people 
find themselves better off — some* wor.se. 

Under the American system, the fellow 
who find himself squeezed is entitled to 
raise his voice in protest. 

When defense contracts arc offered to 
indu.^try, some employers find themselves 
in a precarious position. 

They have the privilege of ilickering 
with the government so that they won't 
get hurt. We permit them to strike, De- 
mocracy gives them that privilege. 

T^ahnr is entitled to the same privilege. 

We believe that, in the long run, we 
make more progress by allowing to all a 
reasonable latitude for working out their 
troubles. 

Thus, we crack down neither on man- 
agoment nor labor because of what they 
do to the defense program. We accord to 
both reasonable freedom of action be- 
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cause of what they will do for the de- 
fense program. 

And the results Justify our faith. 
Fascists and Nastis purport to believe 
that strikes are threatening the dtsrup* 
tion of our efforts. 

But strikes in Anierica are not placing 
the nation in peri), totalitarian propa- 
ganda to the contrary notwithstanding. 

The benefits of letting both manage- 
ment and labor ease themselves into the 
harness have far exceeded any slight de- 
lay in production. 

As Justice Holmes once said, strikes 
are democracy's safety valve. But it is 
not to be supposed that dictators would 
understand such a phenomenon. 

Far more of a threat to defense produc- 
tion tlian strikes either by labor or capital 
is the toss of ninri^daya in industry re- 
sulting from sickness and accident. Fur the 
year 1340, Joss of labor power was several 
Limes greater from these causes than from 
Blrikcs. 

The point is that we shouUl show several 
limes the concern about the health of in- 
dustrial workers as for the relatively few 
strikes which plague us. 

The bottleneck Is not strikes. It's human 
health. 

It is my business to tackle this problem. 

Thafs why I am so concerned to <livert 
yuur attention from unimportant to vital 
aspects of American defense. As usuah they 
Lurri out to be the health and welfare of 
the average citiisen’ — the man most entitled 
to the blessings of a democratic society. 
This essential truth was rocoguiiied a cen- 
tury and a half ago by the man who ever 
since has been the moving spirit of the 
political party to which we owe aliegiance. 
It w'as the central thread of Je/feraon^s 
entire philosophy. 

We should never forget that w*e have 
taken* in the alfairs of the world* what is 
in substance a strictly ethical position. We 
are staking our shirts on the principles 
of decency and justice. 

We are bound, therefore* to observe all 
the decencies of our own position and ac- 
cord justice to all, 

Becericy Is as decency does. We are> 
fighting Tiazisni with democracy; not an 
Imitation of fascism. 

Otherwise we will be wide open to logic 
- and to some of those dirty tricks which 
history sometimes plays on nations which 
assume a hoHer-ihan-thou attitude. 

Like France. 

France seemed strong— internally and 
externally. Lulled inUi a mistaken feeling 
of security, she let her democracy .slip. 
She abandoned* one by one, her great social 
refurms. The huid whicli was once the 
cradle of liberty, equality and fraternity, 
became hard and calloused. When the danger 
became apparent* it was too late for the 
lightning readjustments which were noces- 
sary. The hanfl of reaction had a death 
grip on the body anrl the soul of unhappy 
France. 

In contrast to this tragedy are Britain*s 
gallant efforts to defend the birthright of 
KngHshnien and to reded icate itself to the 
democratic way of life. England, too* hail 
all but forgotten about democracy. The 
liberal England of the early twenties hml 
given way to a selfish, hardboiled land of 
appeasement. But when the blow fell, the 
reaction was Immediate. England began to 
look after her democracy. 

Itight now, she is giving all-out attention 
to a housing problem — the problem of hous- 
ing men* women* and children under the 
ground in public bombproof cellars* free to 
all alike. 


The government waa making feeble ef- 
forts to house its underprivileged citizens 
before the war. 

But it Is doing the job now, Anr| the great 
miracle of the century is that the morale 
of the English working classes is unscathed 
under the merciless rain of death from the 
skies which characterizes total war. 

Before the war* the British government 
took little interest in w'hat its working 
people ate* 

But now it is a matter of grave concern 
to the gtsvernment. Large central kitchens 
all over London are serving good, nourish- 
ing meals at, prices all men can ulforcl to 
pay. 

Democracy is interested in what people 
eat and hn\v they are housetl and whether 
they are sick or well, miserable or happy. 

This* too, has contributed to the main* 
tenance of the morale of a people harassed 
by the danger of invasion by a foreign foe. 

It all goes to prove how devotedly the 
people will protect and how courageously 
they will defen il democracy when democracy 
looks after their well-being. 

J*m glad America didn^t wait until enemy 
bombers droned overhead every night before 
taking stock of some of the all-important 
details of the democratic way of life. 

Pm glad wc started* back there in 13^3* 
to get serious about unemployment and old 
people in poor houses and farmers losing 
their land and workingmen their jobs and 
investors their money. 

Pm glad we had in this country a political 
party with the vitality and drive to organize 
the dynamics of democracy and direct them 
against the forces which threatened to snuff 
out the Hamc nf freedom for Americans. 

Pm glad wc had citizens who could respond 
immediately and effectively to a crisis in 
the life of democratic man by st.rc'^'gthening 
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and extending his demucracy and thereby 
making him stronger in every way. 

And today, as democratic man the world 
over is facing an even graver crisis, let us 
meet it in America by responding in the 
same way by securing and extending the 
diemocraUc process* making it a living* driv- 
ing force in the lives of the people foi 
whose benefit it was invented. 

In 1D33 when the political heir.^ of Thomas 
Jefferson became charged with responsi- 
bility for the nation's destiny* our democ- 
racy faced a crisis, in many respects as 
acute a.s the one we face today* The blind 
fury of unbridled economic forces hml 
wrought such havoc as we had never before 
known iii our century and a half of national 
life. There were, at that time close to 45 
mil U on hungry American citizens* 

Hungry men do not make good citizens. 
They began to carry shotguns to fore- 
closure sales. They took ropes to court- 
houses to hang the judges* 

There were food riots and hunger 
marches* 

The ominous rumble of social unrest 
could he heard in citie.s and villages from 
Maine to California. Ruhversive talk wa^ 
whispered on every side. 

Men were losing faith in a deniacracy that 
stood idle and helpless while the people 
perished. Only a spark wms needed to stir 
the smouldering passions of starving and 
bitter men into the flame of revolution. 

You know the rest of the story* 

It is one of the stirring pages in the his- 
tory of the nation and the Democratic 
Party. 

With what fearless energy did the people 
government give direction to the stream of 
events during the frantic wmeks and months 
that ensued. Unprecedented problems w^erc 
met with unprecedented solutions. Fear 
gave way to hope and hope* in turn, to 
confidence. The people rogained their faith 
in liberal government. Once again, the com- 
mon man held high his heai) and the miracu- 
lous powers of democracy were unleashed. 
And once more ordinary men began to ac- 
complish the moat extraordinary achieve- 
ments* 

The thing was done. The crisis met* The 
party of Jefferson and Jackson had guided 
the nation safely through a storm that had 
threatened to shake it to its foundations. 
What our party has done before, it can do 
again.

appearing in new'.^paper.i without con- 
crete meaning. But to the labor unionist, 
communism is not a mere academic con- 
cept* but is a daily reality. Communism 
represents a subversive movement* an or- 
gan Izeii system of disruption* pressing 
con.stantly against trade union doors, try- 
ing to break the union, assassinating the 
characters of union officials and succeed- 
ing in part at least in discrediting the 
bona fide labor unions* 

The railroad unions represent as in- 
tegrated a group of trade unionists as 
they are American. They are a stable, 
loyal group which has made great gains 
under federal legislation with w^ell- 
defined procedures of settling gri» vances 
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and of handling: disputea. If anyone 
would make a guess, he would instantly 
say that the railroad unions would be as 
free from subversive activity as any in 
the I’^nitcfl States. Here the C. T. Q, has 
had very little influence, and yet here in 
this group we have this recoi^d of sub- 
versive activity designed to cause fric- 
tion, increase struggle and even to take 
over the transportation groups for the 
sinister jobs of forwarding revolution in 
the purely Marxist sense, which means 
the transfer of power from one group to 
the self -elected saviors of society.

copper consulLant* Production Division, 
Ofhee of Production Management, state<l 
that every effort made to obviate frozen 
inventories of articles containing copper 
would contribute to delaying an acute 
scarcity of that metal. The present de- 
mand for copper, he said, exceeds the 
currently available supply, and the same 
condition exists with respect to many 


other materials. Anything, therefore, that 
will reduce inventory, and free malenal 
for needed production purposes will be a 
distinct contribution to national defense. 

The fir.st question raised was whether 
the conference would consider the elim- 
ination of certain sizes of stranded con- 
ductors from the stock list, but upon 
discussion it %vas decided to refer this 
question back to the imhistry for further 
study.

five sizes, i. e., sizes 2BO,00{|i to BOO ,000. Mr. 
Andnio replied that while, in his opinion, one 
or more of these sizes miuht bo dropped from 
the list of stock items, he believed that such 
iictioTi should be held in iihe,vance, pending 
further study by the industry. 

It was the consensus of the conference that 
sizes 250,000. 200.000, 350,000, 400,000, and 
500.000 should be included in the simplified 
list, and it was so voted. 

Upon motion, duly seconded, it was decided 
by the conference that sizes over 500,000 cir- 
cular mills up to and including 2.000,000 cir- 
cular mills be not carried in stock, but made 
available only on order.

The purpose of this meeting was to build 
plans as to what we (the Communist 


Patty) were going to do w'hen war situa- 
tions and strike situations arose, the 
building of a strong political front for 
the Communist Party, and al.«io the build- 
ing of a third purty movement. The .Allis 
Chalmers situation was discussed at that 
time and Harold Christoffel was sitting 
as a representative of the party, working 
in the AlHs C'halmers union. 

“The discus.sjon on the AlHs Chalmers 
plant was that Allis Chalmers had more 
men of a militant nature than any other 
factoi’y, generally speaking, and that if 
an industrial union could be built at that 
time, that it could be used for a spear- 
head for encouraging the revolutionary 
movement in Wisconsin and that it could 
be an active factor In the vast program to 
“Keep America Out of War" by sabotage.

This walkout — which slowed 
for 75 days production on 30 defense proiects 
hnndUng fully a third of national ilefense 
niaterials^ — was allegedly voted by the mem- 
bership early in January. The Wisconsin 
State Labor Board has found that this vote 
was fraudulent: fully 40 per cent of the 
ballots were cast hy non -members w^ho packed 
the meeting.”
